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MURRAY'S FALSE VOUCHERS

SOME OF THE OFFICIAL EVIDENCE 
OF HIS DISHONESTY. 

A MASS OF DOCUMENTS CONCLUSIVELY 
SHOWING FRAUDULENT OVERCHARGES 
—MR. SPRINGER’S INTENTIONS. 

Wasnrnaton, Jan. 28.—Gov. Murray’s 
telegram to Mr. Springer declaring that the 
statements before the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Department of Justice reflecting 
upon his official conduct while Marshal of Ken- 
tucky are wholly false and malicious, do not dis- 
pose of the case against him as it stands before 
Mr. Springer and his associates. All the papers 
referring to the alleged overcharges made by 
him which are with the committee have been 
sent there by the Department of Justice, and 
Mr. Ralph Ballin, an examiner from the de- 
partment, detailed to assist Mr. Springer in 
examining the papers, has been at work 
to-day making briefs of the documents. 
Expert assistance is necessary, for the great 
bundle of papers would be only so much useless 
manuscript uniess a person familiar with the 
business of the United States courts, their prac- 
tice, and the rights and duties of the Marshals 
Were on hand to pick out the items showing 
fraudulent charges and false entries. 
before he has completed his inspection, Mr. 
Ballin finds enough ugly facts to justify him in 
faying that the matter ought to be lcoked into 
further. He says, however, that it is a one- 
sided story, as no answers appear to have been 
sent in to the charges made against Gov. 
Murray. This partof the task of investigating 
the Department of Justice has taken Mr. Spring- 
er’s committee back a number of years, and if 
his work is to be conducted as thoroughly in 
every respect as he appears to be determined to 
pursue the inquiry into Gov. Murray’s conduct 
as Marshal of Kentuekr, it seems altogether 
probable that the investigation will make per- 
sons who have been Government employes in 
different capacities extremely anxious to know 
what the outcome is to be. 

The charges against Gov. Murray appear by 
by the papers to have been suggested by an arti- 
i k 
cle published in a Kentucky paper. This article 
led to an investigation of the accounts of the 
Merrhai’s office from July, 1875, to January, 
1876, and the examiner who made this investiga- 
tion, Mr. G. K. Chase, wrote a long report, which 

‘is included among the papers in Mr. Springer’s 

possession. He enumerated a great’ many in- 

stances of apparently deliberate faisifying of 
reports, by which the Government was over- 
charged for services alleged to have been per- 
formed by the Marshal or his Deputies. the Mar- 
shal sharing in the gains secured by this sys- 
tem of muking fees and emoluments. So 
far as the examination of the papers has 
gone, it compels the conclusion that Deputy 

Marshal Wyatt’s expenses and his charges for 

mileage were excessive. In the emolument re- 

turns for the second half of 1875 credit is claimed 
for °630 for an alleged stationery bill from 

radly & Gilbert. This is regarded as an ex- 
traordinary charge to be made by Marshals who 
co not use much stationery, the only papers they 
need being those furnished by the courts in the 
shape of processes to be served. Deputies have 
in many instances charged for separate guards 
when several prisoners were transported to- 
gether, and when gnards were not needed in 
every case the traveling charges of the Deputies 
appear to be very heavy. The Deputy Mar- 
shels out werrants of arrest which in 

many were dismissed, apparentiy a 

majority of such cases being disposed of 

in .this manner. The Depuiies seem _ to 
have taken prisoners for whose arrest they had 
more than one warrant before severa! Commis- 
sioners on the same day. The only object to be 
discovered in this proceeding was to make fees 
for the Comfnissioners and the Marshal, who 
shared a]! the fees of his Deputies. In the case of 
the United States against Matt McCord,a Post 
Office case. in which the costs were charged, 
there is no name given of the offiver making the 
arrest. ** Actual expenses” are charged on dif- 
ferent datesand different cases, when probably 
the service of papers in the hanvs of the Marshal 
was made on the same trip. . Attendance in Com- 
mistioners’ courts is charged for persons who 
did not attend. In Mr. Chase’s charges he tells 
of instances where persons visiting Louisville for 
purposes entirely unconnected with the courts 
were put down as witnesses from a considerable 
distance. and the traveling expenses set Gown for 
them. Changes of names appear to have been 
meade to deceive the accounting officers. Deputy 

Marshals’ receipts to emolument returns are 

foundin different ink from the text of the re- 

turn:, and were probably signed in blank. 

Marshal Murray’s personal fee account shows 
charges for attendance of Deputies on Com- 
missioners’ Courts in cases wherein the war- 
rant was served by the Marshslin person. In 
the cease of the arrest of Wash Richard and Har- 
vey Manion, livingin Barren County, itemized 
accounts precisely similar are made out for 
each 2s if they had traveled separately with 
wagons. guards, &c., the entire distance to court 
and back to their homes. On one copy of vouch- 
ers a charge is made for convevinga prisoner 
with guard 145 miles, when the prisoner was 
blind, there was no guard, and the distance for 
which mileage was chargeable was only ‘0 miles. 
In another instance a guard was charged up 
against the arrest and transportation for 
180 miles of a man 75 years of age, and so 
feeble that he could scarcely walk, the distence 
not being 100 miles. Accompanying the history 
of these overcharges is a list covering three 
she>ts of foolscap, in which Mr. Chase makes the 
direct charge that in each instance Gov. Murray 
fatseiy charged the items, aggregating $114, to 
which he made oath that the services in “the 
forezoing fee bill, with travel for which mileage 
is charged and actually and necessarily per- 
formed.” Nearly all, if not every one, of the re- 
ports is sustained by the signature of W. A. 
Meniwesther, Commissioner. 

While Mr. Springer has received the dispatch 
fn which Gov. Murray declares the statements 
mace against him are false malicious, 
nnd says he _ holds e n readiness 
*¢o meetand crush any charges,” he does not 
know thet he will cail upon Mr. Murray to 
appear. It is considered remarkable that these 
charges, received during the time Mr. Alphonso 
Taft was Attorney-General, should never have 
been acted upon, and that Marshal Murray, per- 
nape through the influence of personal and 
political friends in Kentucky. should have been 

llowed to escape the punishment which Mr. 

hn D. White declares he merited. 
THE EXPECTED POLITICAL DEBATE. 

Several hundred persons who gathered 
'n the Senate galleries to-day to listen to the ex- 
pected lively political debate on the Mississippi 
and Virginia outrage resolutions offered by Sen- 
ator Sherman, went home disappointed. The 
resolutions were not mentioned, and there was 
no debate of any kind. The venerable Bishop 
Matthew Simpson, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, prayed for divine blessings upon the 
Senators at the opening of the session, and rou- 
tine business followed for three-quarters of an 
hour. The Senate had nearly reached the order 


of business. during which Mr. Sherman could 
tall up his resolufions, when the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives appeared 
and announced the death of Congressman 
E. W. M. Mackey, of South Carolina. 
Senator Butler moved that a committee be ap- 
ointed to represent the Senate at the funeral of 
r. Mackey and that the Senate adjourn. The 
motion was, of course, adopted, and thus the 
Sherman resoijutions went over for another day. 
Although both Democrats and Republicans were 
fully prepared to discuss the subject of political 
crimes in Virginia and Mississippi in particular, 
end inall Southern States in general, there was an 
pvident feeling of relicf on cach side that the de- 
bate did not occur. This was especially true 
of the Democrats who had been urging their 
brethren to leave speech-making to the Republi- 
pans, and also of some of the Republicans who 
- fo not think it wise to cause such x discussion as 
the resolutions seem calculated to provoke. 
There are several Republican Senators who are 
sorry Mr. Sherman introduced the resolutions, 
but who will express their regret by simply 
keeping quiet. They will. however, vote yea on 
the roltcall asa party duty. Mr. Sherman's res- 
dlutions will probably be brought up to-morrow, 
but it is not impossible that the anticipated 
sharp war of words will not be fought after all 
After the Senate had adjourned to-day the 
Democrats held a caucus to taik the matter over 
in a formal way, and to decide what course to 
pursue. In this eancus the friends of the policy 
of silence won a victory. After a full expression 
pf individual views, a resolution was otered 
geelaring in substance that Democratic Sena- 
fors shouid, so far as possible consistent 
with their duty, discourage angry sectional con- 
troversies by forbearance and silence. By a 
very large majority this resolution was 
adopted. The interpretation of this action 
by those who attended the caucus is, 
F the Democrats will listen quietly 
whetever the Republicans may have to say 
and will refrain from answering, unless their 
opponents say so much that forbearance ceases 
@ virtue, and they cannot hold themselves 
There is, in the minds of some of the 
Southern Senators, a well defined fear that this 
$3 just what will happen. Gen, Mahone is known 
to be dy with a speech full of bitterness 
toward them, and they are afraid‘ some of their 
Fine s witl be unabie to resist the impulse to 
Virginia Senator. * It will be a dif- 
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ficult ti .” said one of the Senators, * to keep 
all our friends quiet if Mahone begins flinging 
mud at them.”

YELLOWSTONE PARK LITERATURE. 

Secretary Teller sent to the Senate to- 
day copies of two letters on file in his depart- 
ment relative to the Yellowstone Park, which 
were inadvertently left out of the lot sent 
in some time ago in response to a re- 
quest from tho Senate. The first is a 
letter addressed to the Secretary on Noy. 
30, 1883, by C. T. Habart, Vice-President of the 
National Park Improvement Company, denying 
the charges made against him by Superintendent 
Conger. Mr. Habart earnestly insists that his 
company has never violated any of its obliga- 


tions to the Government; has cut only such tim- 
ber as was necessary, and has not torn down 
any fences. If it was true, he _ writes, 
that the pasturage has been eaten up, it must 
have been done by the dozen or more horses 
kept by Conger and let to teurists. Mr. Hobart’s 
company has frequently hired 10 horses from 
Conger for tourist purposes. The Vice- 
President denied each of the other charges 
made by the Superintendent, and declared 
that Conger’s only grievance was that 
he felt that he had not received the social con- 
sideration to which the Superintendent of the 
epi was entitled. Mr. Hobart also writes that 
1e was not aware of any just ground for this 
feeling. 

The second document is a letter from Superin- 
tendent Conger to Secretary Teller, written on 
Dec. 24, 1888, warning Mr. Teller that G. W. Mar- 
shall, who isseeking a lease of property at the 
lower Fire Hole Basin, is a bad man, 
and ought not to be allowed to live 
in the park. Mr. Marshall is described by 
the Superintendent as a plausible fellow, but 
utterly untrustworthy and @ man who causes 
the officials endless trouble and annoyance. Mr. 
Conger asks the Secretary’s aid in ridding the 
park of Marshall’s presence. Marshall keeps 
a very snug hotel at the forks of [Fire 
Hole River, and the improvement com- 
pany has made unsuccessful efforts to 
buy him out, although he had no lease and was 
liable to be turned out of the park at any mo- 
ment as a squatter on a Government preserve. 
He has been in Washington for several days en- 
deavoring to obtain a lease, and says that, 
although the improvement company offered to 
buy his place, they could only raise $250 of the 
$3.000 he asked, and so the proposed bargain had 
failen through.

A GOOD TERRITORIAL OFFICE, 

The nomination of the next Surveyor- 
General of New-Mexico is due on Feb. 4,and the 
subject is attracting more attention and is more 
important in all its bearings than any similar 
event of recent occurrence. The appoint- 
when made, will indicate the line 
of the President's policy concerning the 
terriitories, being the first on which 
a square issue is taken, since his utterances after 
his return from the Yellowstone. Politicians as- 
sumed to be deep in his confidence insist that he 
Was never more sincere than when he 
said he desired to eppoint to office citi- 
zens of the territory to be_ served. It is 
noticeable that these persons, who are pushing 
henchmen of their respective States for this 
place, feel disturbed at the present aspect of 
the case. Under former administrations, the fact 
of citizenship of the territory.a reputation for re- 
sponsible politics, and above all,the imputation of 
possessing a competent knowledge of land sur- 
veving, have been fatal disquzlifications ina can- 
didate for a Territorial surveyor generalship. 
A general impression exists that the President 
will make, in this case, a very notable innova- 
tlon, and satisfaction is expressed at the prospect 
by those Congressmen who have no personal 
interest involved in the selection. 

The situation is this: A citizen of this remote 
Territory, the people of which are as unrepre- 


sented at the national capital asif it werea for- | 


eign country, has come to ask the President 
to appoint him Surveyer-General of New-Mex- 
ico on no other ground than fitness. Having 
none of that influential positive backing that 
may be asked for by a constituent in an organ- 
ized State, which sends members to Congress who 
yote, he has to rely whoily on his indorsements, 
which certainly are of the best. This applicant, 
Mr. Clarence Pullen. a civil engineer of ex- 
tended and favorable reputation, has, dur- 
ing the past six years, been instrumental 
in effecting the greatest public improve- 
ments in New-Mexico. His last work

mitted to be a + masterpiece 
skill and administrative ability. <A 
sistent end szctive. Republican, .he has 
kept clear of those bitter factional fights that 
characterize popular elections in New-Mexico, 
and hisappointment would be generally accept- 
able to all classes in that Territory. 

Another candidate for the position is Samuel 
A. Losch, of Schuylkill Haven, Penn., who is 
pushed by Senator Don Cameron, and to whom 
it has been alleged the place was long ago prom- 
isedl. Mr. Losch has been a perennial candidate for 
a Territorial office, and has met witha succession 
of grievous disappointments. The third candi- 
dateis George D. Nichols, ot Colorado, a con- 
stituent of Senator Powen, and supposed 
to be supported all Colorado intiuence 
opposed to Senator Hill. Mr. Nichols did excel- 
jent service to Senator Bowen in his late caim- 
paign, but it is not inferential nora matter of 
fact that he will make an excellent public official 
of New Mexico. H. M. Atkinson, who has 
occupied the office the past eight years is from 
Nebraska and is backed py the delegation from 
that State, who wou!d prefer another man from 
their constituency. but would accept Mr. Atkin-

For 
some unexplainable reason, Nebraska claims 
a vested right to name the  Surveyor- 
General of New-Mexico. It has been 
generally beiieved that Mr. Atkinson could, un- 
der no circumstances, receive a renomina- 
tion, and his appesrance as a candidate is a sur- 
prise to those acquainted with New-Mexican 
atfairs.

IMPRISONED AMERICAN CITIZENS. 
Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, will, at the 
first opportunity, introduce in the House a reso- 
lution requesting the President to furnish, if not 
incompatible with the public service, copies of 
allcorrespondence, telegrams, cablegrams, and 
other documents, and all other information in 
his possession concerning the arrest on 
Jan, 2, 4, and 6, 1883, by the Colombian Govern- 
ment, of B.S. Lewis, of Louisiana; Alexander 
Stewart, and R. H.C. Burnham, of New-York; 
Thomas D. Scott and C. H. Burns, of Mis- 
souri; A. S. Budwell, of Mississippi, and 
Frank Turgle, of Ulinois, ali ‘American 
citizens, and their imprisonment at Aspinwall 
for three months without the privilege even of a 
hearing. The resolution also requests the 
President to inform the House what meas- 
ures, if any, were taken by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to secure the 
release of the men named or their impar- 
tial trial. The affidavit of Ben 8. Lewis, one 
of the men named, relates a cistressing story of 
his sudden arrest, of his detention ina cell with 
filthy negro prisoners, of his ineffectual appeal 
to Consal Turpin, and of his release after he 
had spent $3,250 for subsistence and doctors’ fees.

THE WHISKY AND GLUCOSE MEN. 
The Western Distillers’ Association is 
preparing to make a strong fight against the 
proposition of the glucose manufacturers to es- 
tablish distilleries for making spirits out of the 
waste matter left after glucose is made. The 
distillers already have several emissaries here, 
and others are coming to look out that 
no legislation is enacted by Congress giving the 
giucoge men any status as distillers. The whisky 
men Claim that the present standard fixed by law, 
of so many gallons of spirits toa bushel of 
grain, is one of the chief safeguards 
against fraud upon the Government. If men 
are ailowed to make whisky from glucose waste, 
they say this stan@ard will be virtually destroyed, 
because the manufacturers can stop the extrac- 
tion of starch at any stage of the process of mak- 
ing and thus cut under the standard.

A CHINESE RECEPTION.

Her baby daughter, 
whose name, Mi, signifies America, was present in 
her nurse’s arms, the nurse wearing the 


being resplendent in a_ little gold em- 
broidered cap and short lavender crape blouse 
under a sleeveless vest of red satin. She wore 
gold and amber bracelets and gold anklets, and 
was wonderfully cunning and perfectiy well be- 
haved. Kare mandarin tea wasserved by Chinese 
attendants, and from a flower-iaden table ic 
selads, game, jellies, Grpnpa, ne, and_ other deli- 
cacies were offered. The Chinese Minister occu- 
pies the house that was tormerly the residence of 
Senator Zachariah Chandler, of Michigan, and 
the parlors contain many choice specimens of 
Chinese art. A portrait of President Arthur 
graces the mantelpiece, and above it is a portrait 
of the Viceroy of China, Li Hung Chu. The 
Minister’s wife and her daughter, Miss Mi, return 
to China in about six weeks for an indefinite 
visit, and Mr. Cheng Tsao Ju expects to follow 
them at the expiration of his term, next Decem- 
ber, unless the Viceroy reappoints him to the 
combined missions of the United States, Peru, 
end Portugal, of which he now has charge. 

The Secretary of State and Mrs. Frelinghuysen 
gave a dinner, with 22 covers, to the President and 
the Justices of the Supreme Court this evening. 
The guests were President Arthur, Chief-Justice 
Waite, Justice and Mrs. Miller, Justice Bradley, 
Justice Harlen, Justice and Mrs. Woods, Justice 
and Mrs. Matthews, Justice and Miss Gray, Jus- 
tice and Mrs. Blatchford, Judge and Mrs. Ban- 
croft Davis.

A PROBABLE HOMICIDE. 

ELIZABETH, Penn., Jan. 28.—Harvey 
Slacker, aged 25, was found dead near here this 
morning. He left McKeesport, seven miles be- 
low, to skate here on Saturday night, and was 
not seen alive afterward. He was found ina 
culvert a short distance from a railroad trestle. 
On removing the man’s clothes it was 
found that his breast was all crushed 
in. A party to-day followed a _ bloody 


trail from the place where he was found,down the 
road for over a mile to a saloon kept by one 
Dorsey, at Coal Valley. Here the blood was 
tracked through the house and to an out- 
house in the back yard, where it was 
found in profusion. The railroad men who 
found the body this morning say they 
found tracks leading to a fence about 12 
feet from the spot, and on a high bank above it, 
but no tracks beyond that indicating that the 
body had been thrown from there. In theabsence 
of important witnesses the inquest has been ad- 
journed until to-morrow. Young Slacker was 
regarded as a steady man, and the affair is creat- 
ing great excitement.

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO BUYS 
THE NATIONAL LINES. 
PRESIDENT GARRETT PLANNING TO EXTEND 
HIS WIRES TO EVERY IMPORTANT CITY 
EAST OF THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS— 
VALUE OF HIS NEW ACQUISITION. 

The sale of the National Telegraph lines 
to the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, 
the negotiations for which were concluded last 
week, was consummated yesterday, when Calvin 
8. Brice, President of the National, transferred 
to the Baltimore and Ohio the entire capital 
stock of that company. The par value of the 
capital stock was fixed at $1,000,000, br.t Mr. 
Brice declined to state how much the Baltimore 
and Ohio paid for it, except that it was less than 
the par value. The lines were offered to the 
Produce Exchange during the telegraphers’ 
strike last Summer for $500,000, and the general 
opinion on the Street is that this was the amount 
paid by the Baltimore and Ohio. 

The National Telegraph Company was the re- 
sult of a consolidation between the two telegraph 
lines running from Buffalo to Chicago along the 
Nickel Plate, and from this City to Buffalo along 
the West Shore Railroad. This made a continuous 
line from New-York to Chicago, and the consoli- 
dation was made with a view to selling the 
property. The sale includes the capital stock 
and all the franchises and property of the com- 
pany, which consists of two No. 6 and two No. 8 


gauge wires, stretching over a distance of 4,000 
miles, and 1,000 miles of poles, and the contracts 
of the company with the West Shore and Nickel 
Piate Railroads, which are considered very 
valuable. The line runs to Chicago by way of 
Syracuse, Rochester, Albany, Buffalo, and 
Cleveland. The property was paid for in cash, 
and as soon as the stock was transferred, D. H. 
Bates, President and General Manager of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company, was elected Vice- 
President of the National Company, and the 
property wes turned over to him. Mr. Brice 
will continue to act as President for the present. 

Mr. Robert Garrett, Vice-President of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Company, who is staying at the 
Brevoort House for a few days, said last evening 
that plans would be put into execution soon 
that would bring the company’s telegraph into 
competition with the Western Union at all im- 
portant points. ‘ It has been and will continue 
to be our policy to seek commercial business,” 
said he, * and to that end our lines are being ex- 
tended as rapidly as possible to all the large 
towns and cities in the country. Extensive as 
our telegraph system has become, it has been 
until recently confined to the railroad_lines_and 
connections of the Baltimore and Ohio» Com- 
pany. It is our aim now to make a complete 
and perfectly equipped telegraph system that 
will cover the entire business area north, south, 
east, and west.” 

“Our present system,”’ Mr. Garrett continued, 
“extends from New-York City to Baltimore, 
Washington, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Louisville, 
Chicago, and intermediate points. There are now 
11 new wires between New-York and Chicago. 
As an independent system, this line has been 
operated for more than two years with gratify- 
ing results. It is our belief that a large revenue 
can be derived by the extension of our system to 
all sections of the country that do 2 commercial 
business. In the near future lines will be run to 
Boston and other points in New-England; to 
Saratoga, Albany, Rochester, Syracuse, and other 
important places in New-York. In addition we 
will buil lines through the oil 
and will exterd our North-western system 
to Milwaukee, St. Paul. Minneapolis, and to 
points as far west as Bismarck and north as far 
as Winnipeg. In the South we shall go down the 
Mississippi Valley to New-Orleans and so on to 
Galveston. So faras work on these lines is con- 
cerned, I may say that every point has been 
covered. Contracts have been closed for wire, 
poles, cross-arms, and other materia! for immedi- 
ate delivery. Right of way in all cases has been 
secured. Poles and material for the line from 
New-York to Boston will be put in place as soon 
as the frost ieaves the ground. The contract for 
building the North-western extension wasaward- 
ed last Saturday. An important point just made 
is the purchase of the telegraph line along the 
West Shore and Nitkel Plate Railroads. This line 
is claimed to be the best between New-York 
and Chicago, the material being new and of the 
best quality. It has very convenient contracts 
with the West Shore and the New-York, Chicago 
and St. Louis (Niekel-Plate). Railroads for the 
transportation of material and use of stations. 
By this line we get immediate connections with 
the Canada telegraph system, crossing the border 
at Buffalo and Detroit. There are now four 
wires on this line and 12 more will be strung at 
once. This will give usa service between New- 
York and Chicago and interinediate cities nearly 
as extensive and complete as that of the Western 
Union. 

“We will use the best and most improved ap- 
paratus. Many of the Western Union’s patents 
on duplex systems have expired and are now 
open to our use. A number of experienced tele- 
graph managers have been engaged to push the 
work in every part of the country embraced in 
our plans. Mr. David H. Bates, late Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Western Union Company, and now 
General Manager of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph, will act as Superintendent. ¥ il- 
liam G. Jones, late manager of the Philadel- 
phia office, of the Western Union, _ will 
take charge of our office in Philadelphia. 
J. P. Bach will leave the Western Union to su- 
perintend the building of some of our new lines. 
John E. Zeublin, late Superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania and New-Jersey district of the 
Western Union, will take charge of our Western 
division, with head-quarters at Chicago. In sev- 
eral cities we have already established local dis- 
trict telegraph companies for general messenger 
service. Similar companies will be established in 
New-York, Chicago, and in other places. These 
district telegraphs will be operated with new and 
improved call-boxes, using the return signal at- 
tachment. 

“Tmay add now,” Mr. Garrett further said, 
“that when the telephone monopoly is broken 
by the present course of proceedings in the 
courts, an opposition telephone company will be 
started, in which the Baltimore and Ohio Tele- 
granh wili be a heavy stockholder. 

“The Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph, as a dis- 
tinct organization, dates from Jan. 1, 1882, al- 
though the telegraph lines of the railroad were 
in operation many years before. During the 
civil war the railroad, in connection with the 
American. Telegraph Company, of which 
Gen. Edwards S. Sanford was President, 
made additions to its telegraph lines in order to 
transmit commercial messages. When the con- 
solidation of the Western Union and the Ameri- 
can lines took place these lines were operated in 
connection with the Western Union system, un- 
der co-operative contracts only, as the Baltimore 
and Ohio refused to surrender the independence 
of its telegraph system. On Jan. 1, 1877, the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Telegraph broke away from the 
Western Union and gave assistance to the Atlan- 
tie and Pacific Telegraph Company. When, in 
the Fall of 1877, the Western Union absorbed 
that company the Baltimore and Ohio sought 
other telegraph connections, which were se- 
cured, when, in May, 1879, the American 
Union was started by D. H. Bates, now General 
Manager of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph. 
A year later, when Gen. Eckert, now General 
Manager of the Western Union, became Presi- 
dent of the American Union. a new agreement 
was entered into for the operation of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Telegraph system in connection 
with the American Union. When the consolida- 
tion of the American Union with the Western 
Union took place, in 188], the Baltimore and 
Ohio determined to establish its telegraph sys- 
tem onathoroughly independent basis, and the 
Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company was 
formed. The result of its ye has been 
so gratifying that it was determimed to ex- 
tend the iines to all important points east 
of the Rocky Mountains. The telegraph 
is controlled by the railroad company. After 
declaring a 10 per cent. dividend, the 
railroad company creditsits investments of earn- 
ings toasurplus fund. This fund now amounts 
to $45,763,479 89, while the capital stock of the 
road fs only $14,783,700. The company is thus en- 
abled to build its extension to Philadelphia and 
at the same time to expand its telegraph system 
without floating any stock. When Mr. Gould 
was associated with us in the American Union he 
used to argue that when the stock of the West- 
ern Union amounted to $41,000,000 the company 
would be so enormously over-capitalized that an 
sopposition company could earn dividends at rates 
that would not pay the Western Union. Now 
that the stock of the Western Union has swollen 
to $80,000,000, plus its cable, Mutual Union, and 
other guarantees, I consider Mr. Gould’s argu- 
ment stronger than ever, showing that the Balti- 
more and Ohio Telegraph, built for cash, and with 
no watered stock, will pay satisfactory profits, at 
the same time giving the company the benefit of 
telegraph competition.” 

**T am advised that the cable steamer Faraday 
will soon start for this side of the ocean to 
begin the laying of the new Atlantic cable in the 
closing days of February. The cable will be 
ready for business by Aug. 1. It will cost about 
$5,500,000, and will go into active competition 
with the present. cables, which have an aggre- 
gate capital stock of $8,000,000.” 

It is understood that the Jersey Central Rail- 
road Company has given notice to the Western 
Union that it will work its own wires when the 

resent contract expires. It is stated that the 
ines will be operated in connection with the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Telegraph system.

THE CLEVELAND PAPER COMPANY.

ASSIGNMENT OF NEWTON W. TAYLOR, OF 
CHICAGO. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 28.—Mr. Foster, the As- 
signee of the Cleveland Paper Company, to-day 
asked and obtained permission of the Probate 
Court to run such of the paper mills as were 
necessary to fill contracts and orders now on 
hand. In order that the 600 hands may not be 
idle, and creditors lose the profits that might be 
made, he will keep these mills going until some 


definite steps in settlement can be taken. As 
soon as an inventory of property is had a meet- 
ing of the creditors will be held, and the result 
will probably be an extension of time and a re- 
sumption of the company on a somewhat smaller 
scale, and perhaps under different management. 
The Assignee intends to lop off all expenses that 
can be done away with, and operate only such 
departments as can be run with a clear profit. 


Curcaao, Ill., Jan. 28.—This morning the 
popes ina voluntary assignment were filed in 
he Recorder’s office by Newton W. Taylor to 
William H. Longly, of Englewood, his late man- 
ager. There was no schedule attached. Mr. Tay- 
lor is the wholesale paper deairer of No. 144 
Monroe-street, and the curious portion of the 
assignment is the fact that he on Saturday even- 
ing last had already filed one assignment to Ed- 
ward Mills, of Cleveland, Olio, of “‘all his prop- 
erty in trust for the benefit of his creditors 
without preference.” As to the financial 
state of the bankrupt Cleveland Paper 
Company, in which Mr N. W. Taylor 
is the controlling spirit, accounts vary some- 
what. The property in the personal assignment 
of Mr. Taylor consists of an interest in the tall 
building Nos. 140 to 146 Monroe-street, the stock 
in the store, valued at about $100,000, mills at 
South Bend and Mishawka, Ind., also worth about 
$100,000, and an interest in the mills at Canton and 
Massillon, Ohio, likewise worth some $100,000, 
besides the controlling interest in the Cleveland 
Paper Company. The liabilities are said to be 
above $150,000, and the assets, therefore, will, 
with proper management, nore than cover the 
liabilities. As causes of the assignment, the 
assumption of the indebtedness of George H.

THE WRECKED CITY OF COLUMBUS 


THE HULL SO BADLY DAMAGED THAT TO AT- 
TEMPT TO RAISE IT WOULD BE USELESS. 
New-Lonpon, Mass., Jan. 28.—Wrecker 

Scott has returned from the wrecked City of Co- 

lumbus, having completed a survey for the Hull 

underwriters. He found a hole three feet 
square forward, 20 feet from the stem, and 
several smaller holes forward and aft, also 


a perpendicular crack near the foremast, 
while on the bottom were fragments of 
jagged rock, evidently broken from_ the 
larger boulders on which the ship struck. 
After completing the survey of the starboard 
side along the bottom, Scott came up 
and made an attempt to examine. the deck. He 
went under the forward hatch, where he found 
the deck uninjured, when he was caught in the 
crest of an immense breaker and _ huried, 
feet foremost, in the air and overboard. 
On Saturday the wind blew fresh from the north- 
west, but the sea was moderate and the weather 
clear. Scott was able to remain two hours under 
water and complete the survey. He went down 
well aft on the port side and examined along the 
bottom. He found portions of the smoke-stack 
and machinery, lines, sails,and other wreckage 
strewn along the port quarter by the main rig- 
ging. lf any bodies were there, it would be im- 
possible to discover them without clearing away 
the wreckage. There was no material injury to the 
hull aft of the boilers, near the bottom, but 
there were numerous cracks and several holes 
forward. There was an extensive crack under 
the foremast, which Scott thinks may be a 
continustion of the one which he found 
on the starboard side. If hisdeductions are cor- 
rect, the vessel! is evidently broken in two at this 
point. Further toward the bow the extent of 
the damage increased, thehul! being cracked and 
pierced with holes innumerable. 

The diver then went ahead of the wreck about 
40 or 50 feet and found: himself in a submarine 
channel or sluice way. making it evident that the 
vessel struck a considerabie distance ahead of 
her present position, and kept dropping back’ by 
the influeuce of gravitation and the action of the 
tide, leaving the imprint of her keel on the sandy 
bottom. Soundings were made 270 feet ahead 
of the wreck. and the bed was found to be com- 
posed of sand, with numerous boulders stick- 
ing through, with 17 feet water at fuil 
tide. Scott found the main forward section 
in good condition, but aft of the engine the 
deck was stove in anda mass of débris. Scott 
says the damages are too extensive to warrant an 
attempt to raise the vessel. He is of the opinion 
that she is broken in two and will be condemned.

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THE COLORED SEXTON’S BURIAL, 


—— 
GOV. ABBETT MAKES THE HACKENSACK 
TROUBLE THE BASIS OF A MESSAGE. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 28.—Gov. Abbett 
made the refusal of the Hackensack Cemetery 
Company to aliow the interment of the body of 
colored Sexton Boss in its cemetery the excuse 
for a special message this evening. In view of 
the fact that he is a Democrat, without presum- 


ably special interest in the colored race, the doc- 
ument created a decided impression. It reads as 
follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE AND GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY: I deem it my duty to call your attention to 
the following facts and advise legislation hereon. The 
Hackensack Cemetery Company was incorporated 
under a law of the State approved Feb. 10, 1862, (Laws 
of 1862, page 23.) The sixth section of its charter pro- 
vides that anv religious society may purchase and hold 
lands in said cemetery, in which they may bury. 
agreeable to any peculiur rights or ceremonies ot 
their owner, subject only to the rules and lations 
of the cemetery. I am informed tbat the First Baptist 
Church of Hackensack applied to the cemetery com- 
pany to purchase a grave. The church desired to inter 
therein the body of their deceased sexton, The neces- 
sary permission for the burial was granted. This per- 
mission was afterward withdrawn because it was 
the body of a colored man. The Pastor of 
the church, the Rev. KR. M. Harrison, was 
compelled to muke the announcement at the conclu- 
sion of the funeral services that the permission to 
inter had been revoked. The body of the deceased 
was taken back to his late residence end the interment 
subsequently made in another cemetery. The right 
of the cemetery company to make rules and regula- 
tions as to interment is limited to making those that 
are reasonable and lawful. The reguiat on that re- 
fusesaChristian burial tothe body of a deceased citi- 
zen upon the ground of color is not, in my judgment 
fa reasonable regulation, and therefore the church had 
the right to make the interment. 

The State should not attempt to control individuals 
in their private and social! relations as long as they do 
not interfere with the rizhts of others. But the Legis- 
lature should see thatthe civil and political rights of 
all men, whether white or b'ack, are protected, and 
when infringed or violated that punishment should fol- 
low. Itought not to be tolerated inthis State that a 
corporation whose existence depends upon tiie Legisla- 
ture’s will,and whose property is exempt from tuxa- 
tion because of its religious uses, should be permitted 
to make a distinction between the white man and the 
black man. The church and the friends of the de- 
ceased may have a remedy in the courts, but the neces- 
sity of burial is immediate, and the law’s delay would 
render practically useless the assertion of any such 
legal right. I therefore recommend the sa of a 
law which shall make such a refusal, based on color, a 
criminal offense, with such penalty as shall prevent a 
recurrence of such an act. 

The message was referred in both houses to 
the Judiciary Committee. 


Coroner J. J. Demarest, of Hackensack, 
N. J., says, in reference to the refusal of the 
Trustees of the Hackensack Cemetery Company 
to allow the burial of the colored man, Samuel; 


Bass, in the cemetery, that no permission was‘ 
ever given for the opening of the grave; that no - 
notice was given to the Superintendent until an 
hour before the grave was needed, and that he 
was then told that the grave was for a white 
man. When the Superintendent discovered that 
it was for a colored man he went to Trustee An- 
derson and the Coroner and both advised him not 
to receive the body without a decision by the 
Board of Trustees. Coroner Demarest says that 
Trustees Quackenbush and Anderson were not 
willing that the body should be buried in the 
cemetery. Quackenbush was in this City, and 
Anderson refused his permission. Trustee Stein- 
ly was not at the meeting of the board, but he 
sent word that he was opposed to the burial. It 
istrue that Sam Winfield, the Coroner's grave- 
digger, refused to dig the grave, but Mr. Dema- 
rest says that he did not know of it until the 


next day, when he told Winfield that he had done 
wrong and must never do so again.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY.

LANCASTER, Penn., Jan. 28.—The County 
Commissioners to-day brought suit against 
Squire John P. Frank and Constable Frederick 
Struck, of Columbia, before Alderman’ Fordney, 
of this city. charging them with conspiracy to 
defraud the county of money. During the 
month of December it is alleged that these men 
at different times drew money that they were 
not entitled to, but they are said to. have been 
especially crooked in the case of three men who 
were sent to jail where they were afterward 
robbed. The prisoners were Carl Petersen, 
Joseph Hauck and George Fisher, all foreigners 
unable to speak the English language.

As accommoda- 
tions in the jai! are limited all tramps are put to- 
gether in a room called ** Bummers’ Hall.” and 
while in this filthy hole these innocent Germans 
were set upon by tramps and robbed of all their 
}oaengy f and clothing. When they were released 
they brought complaiuts before the Lancaster 
Alderman, upon which the District Attorney 
found 22 indictments. The men who were robbed 
were kept in jail over a month to testify as wit-

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THE FIRST VETO OF THE SESSION. 
A DULL DAY IN BOTH HOUSES OF THE STATE 
oi Biss, LEGISLATURE. 

AxBany, N. Y., Jan. 28.—The first blue 
ribbon of the session was fastened to-night upon 
the lapel of Col. Tremper, of Ulster. It encircled 
the veto which Private Secretary Lamont 
brought into the Assembly from the Governor. 
The bill thus early slain was No. 1 on the printed 
file. It was about the first to be introduced into 
the Legislature and with considerable speed was 
urged through both houses. It authorized the 


Ulster Supervisors to borrow $75,000 on bonds 
and provided for their issue. In his veto Gov. 
Cleveland says he was induced to sign @& 
bill last year authorizing Ulster County, 
to issue $50,000 of bonds, payable in 1 
upon the understanding that peculiar and excep- 
tional reasons existed for the issuance of such 
bonds, and that another application would not 
be made to the Legislature. He says he is not et 
all satisfied with the reasons given for the ¢xten- 
sion of the indebtedness instead of its payment, 
As a general —— the Governor believes 
that public as well as private debts should be paid 
as they mature. His chief objection, however, ig 
based upon the fact that authority was given the 
Board of Supervisors by the law of 1873 
to issue bonds, and according to the pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Supervisors of, Ulster 
County, it has already passed a resoiution dizect- 
ing the issuance of the bonds required. The 
Governor says: “ The argument which has been 
resented to me, that the prospective investors 
in the bonds to be issued will deem them more 
desirable if specially authorized by an act of the 
Legislature, should have no weight. If the 
whims of those who may desire to invest in the 
Ulster County bonds are to excuse the passage 
of this statute, all efforts to check special and 
unnecessary legislation of the most mischievous 
character may be well abandoned.”

THE MULATTO, RUGG, MAKES A 
FULL CONFESSION. 
EXAMINATION OF EDMUND S. TAPPAN—THE 
THEORY THAT HE IS SIMPLY WEAK- 

MINDED GAINING CREDENCE. 

Charlies H. Rugg, the mulatto who is 
charged with the murderous assault on Mr. and 
Mrs. Sealey Sprague, at East Meadow, on Friday 
morning last, yesterday made a full confession of 
his crime to Jailer Murphy and Detectives Wood 

| and Smith, at the Queen’s County Jail, in Long 
Island City. When the confession was concluded 
District Attorney Fleming was telegraphed for, 
and he went to the jail at once. On learning 
that Rugg had confessed he ordered his 
examination to take place at noon to-day at 
Long Island City. At the jail Jast night, how- 
ever, it was said that orders had been received to 
forward Rugg to Hicksville to-day under a 
strong guard, although the authorities profess to 
regard the threats of lynching him, should he be 
taken there, as not worth serious consideration. 

District Attorney Fleming said last night that 
it was true that the confession had been made, 
but he declined to give any of the details. He 
claimed that these had not yet been commu- 
nicated to him, as during his brief visit to 
Long Island City he had been busied 
with more important matters. He intimated 
that these had reference to the Maybee and 


Townsend cases, and added that, so far as he had | 


been informed, there was nothing in Rugg’s con- 
fession to indicate that he was connected with 
these crimes. He declined to state what had 
transpired in reference to these cases, beyond 


sayi that he hoped and believed that these 
would also be cleared up within a few days. 
Nothing could be learned at the Long Island City 
Jail beyond the fact that the confession had been 
made. The impression, however, is very general 
among the jail officials that it connects Rugg 
with the Maybee and Townsend cases. A promi- 
nent police official who has been hard at work in 
the Maybee case said, in his opinion, there was 
not the slightest doubt, from Rugg’s revelations, 
that he was the murderer.

NORTH CAROLINA'S EARTHQUAKE. 

From the Wilmington (N. C.) Star, Jan. 26. 

A gentleman residing about 10 miles east 
of New-Berne, in a letter referring to the recent 
earthquake shock, says his house was shaken so 
that the windows rattled, and the feeling was as 
if a heavy moving body (a railroad train for in- | 
stance) was passing. The entire building was 
agitated. At the time there was a dead calm. | 
Some of his neighbors who live along the line of 
the Atlantic and North Carolina Railroad, dis- | 
tant from two to ten miles, report the same 
effects, such as house-shaking, jarring of windows 
and deors, and a tremulous motion. All agree 
that the occurrence was about the same time— 
near § A. M.—and the general impressions regard- 
ing the shock were thesame. Our correspond. | 
ent notes the fact that the thirty-fifth degree of | 
north latitude crosses near to his habitation, and | 
also on the other side of the world, striking the 
Mediterranean Sea, the Japan Isle, and in close 

roximity to the volcanic and earthquake belt. 

e then alludes to various earthquakes and erup- 
tions that have lately taken place, and says: 
“Was it an earthquake far away, in the isles of 
the sea, or a volcanic eruption nearer at 
home? Have you heard from Bald Mountain 7” 
Our friend is informed by a_ gentleman 
in his neighborhood that a similar shock was felt 
in that section in the Spring of 1883, when houses | 
and windows were shaken and knives and forks 
rattled together on the table. He says he knows 


of no mention being made of an earthquake in 


1883, and it may be of interest to observe the 
oecurrence of a similar shock in 1884, in the same 
localities. So far the agitations appear to_have 
been confined to Wilmington, New-Berne, Beau- 
fort, and along the line of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina Railroad, or else people have not 
noticed it.

A BANK CASHIER ABSCONDS. 


THE BANK A LOSER TO THE EXTENT OF 
$31,000. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 28.—The Union Mar- 
ket National Bank of Watertown, near this city, 
has lost, by the defaleation or its Cashier, 
asum exceeding $31,000. Mr. Tilden G. Abbott, 
the Cashier, drew $10,000 from the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, where the Union Market 
kept its fundson Thursday last, ostensibly to 
make good the reserve. On Saturday he drew $10,- 
000, but $5,000 of this was accidentally locked into 
the safe at Watertown, which fastened with a | 
time lock, and so was saved tothe bank. Abbott, 
on Saturday, took $5,000 in cash, ostensibly 
to deposit in the Boston Benk,-but it never 
reached here. These defalcations were discov- 
ered to-day. Abbott failed to show himeelf at 
the bank in the morning, and when a messenger 
was sent to his house it was stated that he 
had gone away on Saturday to visit his 
parents in North Reading. It wes necessary to 
take care of the national bank clearing and the 
bank messenger was sent to Poston, but he 
returned about noon wilh a Cashier’s check 
for $4,960, which had passed through the 
clearing-house. The President of the Union 
Market Bank ordered the check returned to the 
bank upon which it was drawn. Meantime 
the cashier of the Fourth National, of 
Boston, where the Union Market kept 
its funds, telephoned that a cashier’s check 
for $6,200 had passed through the Clearing-house 
and been paid by his bank,as agent for the 
Union Market. This Was thrown back. These 
two checks, with the $15,000 drawn from 
the Boston Bank and the $5,000 taken in cash in- 
creased the total defalcation to $31,160, and in 
addition there isa check gone from the bank’s 
check-book with no record upon the stub. 

Foote & French, to whoom one of the Cashier’s 
checks was made out, have placed a keeper in 
| the bank, and the bank will not open its doors 
to-morrow and perhaps not at all. Its 
affairs have been in a somewhat un- 
satisfactory condition for some time. Its 
last annual statement showed a surplus of $23,000 
and undivided earnings of £16,000. A meeting of 
the Directors is being held to-night. Abbott, the 
defaulting Cashier, had given bonds for 
$15,000, and it is believed the sum can 
be recovered. Abbott is about 40 years old, has 


been an active member of the Baptist Church, 
Town Clerk, and Treasurer of the savings bank. 
He has disappeared, where it isnot known. He 
has lately speculated to some extent.

The Pastor’s resignation, which was as follows, 
was then read: 
SUNDAY, Jan. 20, 1883. 

DEAR BROTHERS AND SISTERS: I hereby tender you 
my resignation vs Pastor of this church, to take effect 
from the Ist of May next. Yours in affection, 

EMORY J. HAYNES. 

A_ half-dozen gentlemen arose at once, but 
Moderator Ramsey recognized C. N. Marcellus. 
That gentleman entered upon a long statement 
as to the position that he held toward the Pastor; 
recited how he had supported and stuck by bim 
in a previous church quarrel, and told of the 
affection he had for him. When on Sunday he 
moved that the resignation be not accepted he 
never did a more honest thing in his life. He 
said that four members of the church had taken 
the bit in their mouthsand undertaken to run the 
church and force the Pastor to resign. With 
the information that he then had, he supported 
Mr. Haynes. Had he been Pastor of the church, 
and hada committee of four come to him with 
such a paper as they brought, and which Mr. 
Haynes signed, he would have shown the com- 
mittee the door. ‘“* Within 50 hours, however, I 
have learned that the Pastor has misrepresented 
and falsified the committee who waited upon 
him and obtained from him an agreement to re- 
sign.” 

“The gentleman must not misrepresent the 
Pastor and accuse him of making false state- 
ments,”’ said Deacon Baldwin as he sprang to his 
feet. ‘I call him to order.” 

Moderator Ramsey cautioned Mr. Marcellus 
not to malign any one. and that gentleman con- 
tinued: **] have changed my mind entirely as to 
the condition of affairs. I believe the gentlemen 
who asked Mr. Haynes to resign did what was 
right. I shall vote for him to go because I want 
him to, because I think he ought to. My confi- 
dence in him I find to have been entirely mis- 

laced. [ want him to get out, and the quicker 

e goes the better it will be for the church.” 

James Roker followed with an appeal for the 
Pastor which was frequently interrupted by ap- 
places, in which the ladies and girls, who were 
argely in the majority, assisted vigorously. Mr. 
Haynes had been mal gned in the papers and by 
members of the church who wanted him to re- 
sign. A half-dozen members cailed him to order. 
He wouildn’t stop. He shouted: “I won't be 
gagged; a Baptist church meeting isn’t a place to 
try and gag a man.’’ Then he begged to be 
allowed to read an article from a Brooklyn 

aper, and to be allowed to call upon the mem- 

rs whom he thought had instigated it to ex- 
plain. He was quieted only when he was in- 
formed that that was not the authority upon 
which the discipline of the church was founded. 

A. J. Whitney, Deacon Baldwin, and Mr. Lov- 
ell, all friends of the Pastor, urged the accept- 
ance of the resignation because it would be the 
best thing for Mr. Haynes and for the church. 
They did this because they believed what Mr. 
Haynes had said—that his resignation was irrevo- 
cable and absolute. Eugene G. Blackford said 
that he was one of the four who had obtained 
from Mr. Haynesin October last an agreement 
to resign in the coming March, if he did not be- 
fore that time get a call from another 
church. [The other three were T. M, Dingee 
Leonard Richardson, and Thomas Vernon. 
He had done what he thought was best both for 
Brother Haynesand the church. George A. Keep 
spoke sharply to the anti-Haynes faction and 
said: ‘Some of you don’t understand what it is 
to be a Christian. How can you expect sinners to 


come to Christ when the church is full of rows | 


and troubles? This sort of thing will again di- 
vide the church, separate families, and ruin the 
usefulness of the church. Let us stop debate 
criminations, and recriminations, appear before 
the world as Christians, and vote at once upon the 
resignation.”” Brother Lovell and Brother Ver- 
non poured a little oil on the troubled waters, and 
then a vote on a resolution to accept the resigna- 
tion was taken by ballot. 

There were 233 votes cast. Of these 119 were 
against accepting the resignation, 112 in fayor of 


| accepting it, and 2 were blank. Brother Vernon 


asked some one who was in the majority vote to 
move to reconsider the vote, now thatan ex- 


pression of opinion had been had. No one did it, | 
and the meeting adjourned. Mr. Haynes's friends |

Cornelius Vanderbilt, Treasurer of the associa- 
tion, reported that the receipts from all sources 
last year were $31,408 66. The amount expended 
was $30,374 12, leaving $1,034 54.

THE FRENCH LABOR CRISIS. 

PARIS, Jan. 28.—The Chamber of Depux 
ties to-day debated an interpellation offeret 
by M. Langlois regarding the economical policy 
of the Government and guestions affecting work- 
ing men. M. Jules Ferry, the Prime Minister, said 
he recognized the gravity of the labor crisis 
in Paris. It would be difficult, he thought 
| to remedy it. ‘The excess of building had 
| produced a crisis in the building trade 
It would be imprudent to open new building 
yards. The Government was considering a bill 
| to open a credit for agriculturists. The crisis 
was not general, but was confined to 
Paris. M. Ferry referred to the causes 
which led to the crisis, notably the rate 
| of wages, which he said was too high. He 
thought that too great profits were expected. 
** We cannot,” he said, ** close our frontiers. We 
export twelve hundred million francs’ worth of 
articles more than we import. It is impossi- 
ble to exclude foreign workmen from France, for 
Frenchmen are allowed to work in foreign 
countries. During the last five years six mil 
liards of francs have been spent on builds 
ings in Paris which it has been found 
ditficult to let to tenants. A continuance 
of the folly of building would be madness. The 
Chamber ought not to begin giving alms.’ Thé 
Chamber adjourned until to-morrow. when M. 
Ferry will continue his reply to the interpella-

FUNERAL OF HERR LASKER. 

BERLIN, Jan. 28.—The funeral services ob 
Herr Lasker at the new synagogue to-day were 
participated in by 5,000 persons. The interior of 
the edifice was draped in mourning. Among 
those present were Herr Levetzow and Her! 
Ackerman, President and Vice-President, re 
spectively, of the Reichstag, the former Minis: 
ters, Bernuth, Camphausen, and Delbrueck; thé 
Municipal Councilors and Town Councilors of 
Berlin, leading representatives of the Conserva- 
tive and Clerical Parties, including Herr Windt- 
horst, and representatives from the University 
| of Berlin. At 11 o’clock the relatives of the 
dead statesman took placesin front of the cata- 
falque, while the students officiated as a guard of 
honor. 

After the services, which were accompanied by 
the organ, Dr. Franke, the chief Rabbi, delive 
an oration, drawing a picture of Herr Lasker’s 
life. He thanked the brave citizens of the United 
| States who offered the representative of the 
| German people a hospitableand honorable recep- 

tion. the choir then chanted a psalm, after 
which Dr. Friederich Kapp addressed the as- 
semblage, closing with a request to be permitted 
to deposit, in the name and by the order of his 
party, a wreath on the coffin. At the doors of 
the synagogue were stationed the door-keepers 
and messengers of the Reichstag and the Diet, 
who carried their staves of office. 

After the service in the synagogue the body 
was conveyed to the cemetery. followed by & 
long procession of workmen’s and other clubs. As 
the coflin was being let down into the grave the 
marshals of the procession lowered their wands 
and the banner-bearers their flags, and the large 
number ot persons present uncovered their heads, 
The choir then sang a selection of hymns, and 
the various clubs defiled past the open grave, de- 
| positing wreaths at its side.

NOLA CASE. 


The summing up of the Feuardent-Di 
Cesnola libel! case was commenced yesterday by 
Mr. Choate before a court which was crowded 
on every side. There was a large representation 
of ladies. For four hours Mr. Choate talked 
without stop except for an occasional interrup- 
tion by Mr. Bangs, whose face during Mr. 
Choate’s jocular remarks was a study in every 
shade of red. Mr. Di Cesnola himself looked very 
complacently on the proceedings, and, after the 
eulogies bestowed upon him by his counsel, ap- 
peared to be on excellent terms with himself. 
Mr. Feuardent also wore a calm and unruffied 
demeanor. He never looked toward Mr Choate, 
but occupied himself with making elaborate and 


apparently highly important abstracts from a 
work on Cyprus and classifying these abstracts 
in three parallel columns. He occasionally in- 
aulged in sotto voce reflections and half audible 
chuckles, but was by no means disturbed. 

The countenances of the jurors all wore mys- 
terious expressions, except when, with the Judge, 
they smiled at Mr. Choate’s remarks. Mr. Choate 
thanked them exhaustively for their continued 
attention to the case. They had been impaneled 
in the sunny days of October, and the case was 
now stretching itself to the end of January. 
“Certainly there never was a case that required 
more patience at the hands of a court jury,” he 
said. “If it had lasted a little longer we should 
all of us have become part of the antiquities we 
were employed to discuss. I have felt for some 
time the corrpding surface of antiquity gather 
over me, and I have observed the same incrusta- 
tion gather upon his Honor and _ upon each of 
you—upon your faces, and especially upon your 
drapery. It would not have taken much longer 
to make us all worthy of being gathered into the 
museum as a third Cesnola collection. I have no 
doubt that the Trustees of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, with their usual liberality, 
would have purchased us at our,own figure. 
And what a stately gathering we should have 
made there, headed by his Boner. We might 
not have compared in good looks with the Cypri- 
ote collection, but, as to our genuine antiquity, 
I think that even the plaintiff, whose habit it is 
to deny the antiquity of everything there, would 
have given us his appreciation.” 

Mr. Choate compared the counsel - for. the 
plaintiff to women as regards inquisitiveness, as 
they had asked questions about each of the 35,543 
specimens in the collection. The trial had not only 
been with respect to Di Cesnola’s collection, but 
with regard to every act of the defendant's life 
from the time he landed a penniless stranger in 
this country. Mr. Choate spoke of the high 
standing of Di Cesnola before the persistent and 
continued attacks maae upon him by the plain- 
tiff.

Mr. Choate: spoke at 
length upon Mr. Di Cesnola’s titles, the different 
evidence given during the trial, and alluded to 
Dixon D. Alley as a “perfect bully boy.” He 
said that there was only one opinion with regard 
to the antiquity of the figures, and that Mr.

INDIGNANT AT AGUERA’S ARREST. 

The Cuban residents of this City held a 
mass-meeting last evening at Clarendon Hall to 
protest against the arrest of Col. Carlos Aguera 
onthe complaint of the Spanish Government 
that he was a bandit. Cirilo Pouble, who was 
elected Chairman, said that this was not the first 
time that Spain had sought to secure the extradi- 


tion of Cuban patriots on the charges of bandit- 
ism. Asto Col. Aguera, he was well known as 
one of the most obstinate soldiers in the Cuban 
army in its long struggle against Spanish domi- 
nation. Prof. Mezeroff advised the Cubans to 
study chemical science and blow up all the i 
ish army with dynamite. He offered to free Cuba 
for $20,000,000, but asthe offer was not accepted 
he subsequently came down to $9,000,000. Robert 
Blissert denounced the United States Gov- 
ernment. Sefor R. Rubiero said that he had 
written to the Secretary of State protesting 
against the arrest of Col. Aguerain the name of 
the Cubans of New-York, and asking for his re- 
lease. Ina telegraphic reply Mr. Frelinghuysen 
said that Aguera’s examination would be con- 
ducted in accordance with the law before a 
United States Judge or Commissioner, subject 
toareview by the State Department, and that 
the Colonel would receive the same treatment as 
any other person arrested on demand for extradi- 
tion for a crime that fell under treaty provisions. 
The Cubans present then passed resolutions de- 
nying that Col. Aguera was a bandit, and de- 
claring that he was a revolutionary patriot who 
had been fighting for the independence of his 
native country, and asking for his release on

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


A BILL FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF 
POLYGAMY. 

THE EDMUNDS MEASURE AMENDED AND RE-

CIARY COMMITTEE. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Senator Hoar re- 
ported to-day from the Committee on the Judi- 


i apeeteme, vs. David H.

ciary an anti-polygamy bill which embraces the | 


principal features of the Edmunds bill, intro- 


duced during the present session of Congress, | 


and adds to them other provisions originating 


with the committee. 


The first section provides that in any prosecution for 
bigamy, polygamy, or unlawful cohabitation under any 
statute of the United States, the lawful husband or 
wife of the person accused shall be a competent wit- 
ness, and may be called and compelled to testify. The 
second section provides that in any such prosecution an 
attachment may be issued for any witness and his or 
her immediate attendance compelled without a pre- 
vious subpeena when there is reasonable ground for 
believing that he or she will unlawfully fail 
to obey a subpcena tssued in the usual course, and the 
third section, that a prosecution for bigamy, polygamy, 
or unlawful cohabitation may be begun at any time 
within five years after the commission of the offense, 
this provision, however, not to apply to any offense al- 
pe | barred by any statute of limitation. Section 4 
provides for the certification of marriages in the Terr!- 
tories, and provides penalties for viviation of its pro- 
visions, und section 5 provides that records of mar- 
riages, or of anything in the nature of a marriage 
ceremony of any kind. made or kept by any 
officer, clergyman, priest, or person performing 
civil or ecclesiastical functions, whether lawful 
or not, inany Territory of the United States, shail be 
subject to inspection at all reasonable times by any 
Judge, magistrate, or officer of justice appointed under 
the authority of the United States, under penalty of a 
fine not to exceed $1,000 and imprisonment not to ex- 
ceed two years, or both such fine and peerteouen. 
Section 7 provides for the annulment of all laws pro- 
viding for or allowing the registration or voting by 
females in the Territory of Utah, and makes it 
unlawful for any female to vote at any election 
hereafter held in the Territory of Utah, for any 

ublic purpose whatever. Sections 8, 9, and 10 provide 
or the annulment of all laws of the Territory which 
provide for the identification of voters at elections, and 
for the recognition of the capacity of illegitimate 
children to inherit, and which confer jurisdiction on 
probate courts, except in respect of deceased persons 
and the guardianship of infants and insane persons. 
Section ll rovides for the annulment of 
all laws which provide that prosecution for 
adultery can only be begun by complaint 
of husband or wife.and also provides that such prose- 
cutions may hereafter be instituted in the same way as 
prosecutions for other crimes. Section 12 provides 
that all laws incorporating, continuing, or_providing 
for the corporation known as the Mormon Church, so 
far as the same may preclude the appointment of cer- 
tain T'rnstees of said corporation, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall be annulled, It also directs the President, 
with the consent of the Senate, to appoint 14 Trustees, 
who shall exercise the functions prescribed for by 
Trustces of such corporation, and shall hold office for 
two years, and shall report annually to the Secretary 
of the Interior as to the property, business affairs, and 
operations of said corporation. 

Section 183 provides that it shall be the duty of the 
Attorney-General of the United States to institute and 
prosecute proceedings to forfeit and escheat to the 

Tnited States the pee of corporations obtained or 
held in violation of section 83 of the act of Congress ap- 
proved July 1, 1882, all property so forfeited to be dis- 
posed of by the Secretary of the Interior and the pro- 
ceeds apviied to the use and benefit of common 
schools in the La gy” which such property may be. 
Section 14 provides that in all proceedings for the en- 
forcement of law against corporations holding property 
in excessof the amount limited by law the court shall 
have power to compel the production of books and 
papers from persons managing property in which such 
corporptions may have any rights or interests. Section 
15 provides for the annulment of all laws creating or 
continuing the association or corporation called the 
Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company. Section 16 di- 
rects the Attorney-General of the United States to 
take steps to dissolve that corporation, and provides 
that the assets in’ excess of the debts shall 
escheat to the United States and be_ invested 
by the Secretary of the Interior for the 
benefit of the common schools in Utah. 
Section 17 provides for the abolition of the existing 
election districts and apportionments of representation 
concerning the members of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah, and that it shal! be the duty 
of the Governor, Territorial Secretary, and the United 
States Judges in said Territory to redistrict the 
Territory and. apportion its representation so 
as to secure an.equal representation of the 
sections of the United. States according 
numbers in said Legislative Assembly, such 
establishment of districts and of representation to con- 
tinue until Congress shall otherwise provide. Section 
18 provides that all the registration and election offi- 
cers of every description in the Territory of Utah shall, 
upon the enactment of the bill into law, be declared 
vacant; that all the duties relating to the registration 
of voters, the conduct of elections, the receiving or 
rejection of votes, the canvassing and returning of the 
same, and the issuing of certificates or other evidence 
of election in said Territory shall for the present be 

erformed under existing laws of the Territory and the 

‘nited States by — who shall be selected to per- 
form that duty, by a board specially provided for by 
this bill. It provides that this board shall consist of 
five persons to be appointed by the President, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, not more than 
three of them to be members of one political 
party, and each to -receive a salary at the 
rate of $8,000 ‘per annum; that this board 
shall continue in office until! the legislative Assembly of 
the Territory shal] make provision for filling the regis- 
tration and election offices in the Territory, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall be the Secretary of 
the board, keep a journal of its proceedings, and attest 
its action. It provides for the canvas of all returns of 
elections by this board and the issuance by it of all cer- 
tificates of election of members of the Assembly, such 
certificates to be the only evidence of the rights of such 
persons to sitin such Assembly. It provides, however, 
that the board shall not exclude from the polls or re- 
fuse to count the vote of any person otherwise eligible 
to vote on account of any opinion such person may en- 
tertain on the subject of bigamy or polygamy.

MORE DISAPPOINTED EXPECTATIONS. 
From the St. Paul (Minn.) Pioneer Press, Jan. 25. 

On New Year’s Day the Pioneer Press 
had grateful occasion—on the strength of dis- 
patches announcing the appropriation bills as 
ready for report and action immediately after re- 
cess—to congratulate the House on its prompt 


recognition of pressing public demands. It is a 
matter of regret that the congratulation does not 
seem to have been earned. Two months of the 
session have now disappeared and no appropria- 
tien, and yet no tariff bills! The country is not 
in a position to forget that the present House 
was especially organized, by its election and 
choice of Speaker, to join with tariff issues. Too 
prolonged delay will inevitably give rise to sus- 
picion that the Democrats have found. their 
equipment for encounter with the old enemy in- 
sufficient. Particular promise was made, too, 
that the Diplomatic and Consular, Forti- 
fication, Torpedo Service, and Pensions ap- 
propriation bills were to reported 
without delay on reassembly of the House. The 
River and Harbor bill, as controlling the vital 
question of Mississippi River improvement, was 
another matter to which early attention was 
stipulated for. All these promises ought to be 
kept, and the session not allowed to waste away 
until too late for their adequate consideration. 
No House has found more imperative issues pre- 
pared for its consideration. And it cannot ex- 
pect that the country will drop one item out of 
the catalogue. But still the House does not 
move. Is it possible that uneasy ghosts of former 
Democratic hulks, laid high and dry on tariff 
sands and shoals, are warning this House back- 
ward from fresh embarkations? It begins to 
look like it.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 28.—The leading produce mare 
kets were active and very harmonious to-day, except 
that corn was stolid. The general feeling early was 
weak, insympathy with softer weather here and news 
of rain on the Pacific coast. Toward 11 o'clock there 
was a change led by the report of an important re- 


bound in stocks on the sea-board. This was aided 
by better exporting news in the case of 
wheat, and the result was a wave of buying 
confidence which achieved a substantial improvement 
in prices. Provisions were steadily active, a great deal 
of business being done in an unobtrusive way, and 
averaged stronger. The early market was weak, in 
sympathy with wheac, while hogs at the stock yards 
were supposed to epeh lower, but Liverpool reported 
meats 6d. to 1s.- higher. A few shorts were pul 
out, but the sellers soon assumed the rdle of buyers 
when wheat turned,:and thenceforward the market 
ruled strong, with a good demand allthrough. The 
prospect of a season of soft weather was not favorable 
to a good run of hogs, but. neither does it favor 
the handling of green’ meats. The _—pack- 
ing interest was, however, operating in the 
direction of higher prices, apparently satisfied that the 
packing record of this Winter is going to foot upa 
small one, whatever that of next Summer may be. 
Pork declined 174 cents, then advanced 82'¢ cents, and 
closed on ‘Change 12% cents above the latest 
prices of Saturday at $15 65 bid for February 
and $16 15 bid for May. Lard declined 
5 cents, and closéd at an improvement of 10 cents at 
$9 05 bid for February and $9 37% bid for May. Short 
ribs c’osed 5 cents higher at #8 40 for May, after bav- 
ing soldat $8 25.

The British markets were quoted firmer, and 
some private cables noted sales at an advance of 6d 
per quarter, with the same figures bid for more. This, 
however, was not news tothe crowd til late, while it 
did read that British farmers delivered over 60,000 
quarters of wheat last week, and that it_ was 
raining freely on the Pac fie — slope.

* The anti-polygamy bill reported yester- 
day from the Senate Judiciary Committee 
is a much more radical measure than that 
introduced by Mr. EpMunps and referred 
to the committee near the* beginning of 
thé session. It not only makes provision 
for certifying and recording marriages and 
proving the facts of bigamy and polyga- 
my, and prohibits female suffrage, but it 
practically destroys the corporate powers 
of the Mormon Church, wipes out the Per- 
petual Emigration Fund Company, and 
places the registration of voters and con- 
duct of elections in the control of a board 
to be appointed by the President. It deals 
with the Territory of Utah as if the exist- 
ence of polygamy forfeited its right to any 
of the functions of a self-governing com- 
munity; but it leaves the way open for it 
to re-establish the right by simply giving 
up the surviving twin relic of barbarism. 
It is a question whether the bill does not 
go so far as to endanger its chance of be- 
coming a law. 


’ It may be, as the Sun says, that “‘ Sam 
RANDALL isa good deal of aman,” but 
he does not show it in his management 
ofthe appropriation bills. Last year by 
this time all but three of the regular ap- 
propriation bills (13 in number) had 
not only been reported to, but passed by, 
the House.

Now that Mr. JAy GOULD has demon- 
strated by large purchases of the stock of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad and its de- 
pendencies that he is not in need of money, 
we presume that the ‘‘ syndicate of liars” 
about which his friends have had so much 
to say will break up and go out of busi- 
ness. But we are not sure that Mr. 

OULD has felt quite easy in his mind 
while his officious friends have been car- 
rying on his defense against the flying 
rumors of the Street. ‘‘ Syndicate of liars” 
is a term most inaptly chosen for their 
purposes. It must recall to Mr. GOULD, as 
it will to the general public, the unrivaled 
achievements in organized and sustained 
mendacity of the man who first and most 
freely used it, a man who put his news- 
paper to the basest uses, prostituted his 
pen and parted with his honor in Mr. 
GOULD’s service. Time and the voluntary 
exile of his servile tool may have in part 
effaced from Mr. GOULD’s mind the mem- 
ory of the more than questionable methods 
by which stocks were made or marred in 
It was both unkind and un- 
wise for his friends to refresh his recol- 
lection. 


THE SCATTERATION POLICY. 

The investigations which the Democrats 
are preparing to make into the various de- 
partments at Washington would be more 
likely to be fruitful if they were directed 
to some definite reform of the mistaken or 
bad methods which undoubtedly exist 
there. Inquiries conducted simply for the 
purpose of exposing the shortcomings of 
the Republicans will have very little effect, 
even of the kind sought. As Mr. Hew- 
ITT reported recently to have said, 
in one of his intervals of impartial 
good sense, the Government is now run, 
on the whole, quite as well as it can be 
under the principle which prevails, and 
better than it would be by a new party as 
hungry for the spoils as the Democrats 
plainly are. But it is not run nearly so 
well as it might be, and not nearly so well 
as it would be by either Republicans or 
Democrats if a better principle were adopt- 
ed and enforced. 

One obvious source of inefficiency is the 
lack of distinct accountability in the sev- 
eral departments. The theory on which 
the departments have been from time to 
time arranged—so far as there has been 
any consistent theory—has been that the 
way to prevent abuse is to divide the power 
and discretion as much as possible. It has 
been assumed that it would be more diffi- 
cult to get two or more persons to engage 
in a wrong action than it would be to get 
one. But while this is in a sense true, 
there are two important facts ignored. 
One is that, the wrong being done, it is 
more than twice as hard to fix the re- 
sponsibility for it on either of two persons 
as it would be to fix it on one, and 
the other is that for administrative effi- 
ciency division of power is fatal. 

An example, and a very striking one, of 
the effect of this policy is to be seen in 
the postal transfer contract in this City, 
with the working of which the readers of 
THE Times have recently been made fa- 
miliar. This contract undertakes to provide 
for the rapid, regular, and secure trans- 
fer of mails to and from the central Post 
Office to the depots of the transporta- 
tion lines and the branch stations. It 
was made practically in Washington, and 
though there is, we believe, a provision in 
it that it shall be carried out in a manner 
and on a schedule satisfactory to the Post- 
master of New-York, it is supervised and 
administered from Washington by of- 
ficials who have no direct means of 
knowing either the needs of the serv- 
ice or the way in which they are 
met. All complaints of defective service 
must be transmitted to Washington, are 
considered and settled there, and pay- 
ments are made on such basis as is there 
determined without previous auditing or 
other certification by those who alone 
can know the facts accurately or com- 
pletely. The result is that the contract is 
ill adapted to the requirements of the 
service. Forty-five minutes, for instance, 
are allowed, with a margin of 15 min- 
utes’ delay, for a delivery to the 
Grand Central depot, a distance of three 
and one-third miles, which the horse cars, 
with all their stops and liability to 
‘‘ blocking,” make in 39 minutes, and 
which an active man could easily walk in 
40 minutes. And this contract, insuffi- 
cient as it is, is badly administered, so that 
even its defective requirements are con- 
stantly neglected. Such a system as this 

would bring any large private business to 
bankruptcy in six months. 

This is but an example of the mischiev- 
ous and unbusinesslike methods which 
obtain more or less in all the branches of 
the Post Office Department and in most 
of the other departments as well. Where 
they are varied, as to some extent they 

are in the Internal Revenue Service, 
there is an improvement proportioned 
to the reversal of the methods. If 
the Democratic majority in the House 
had the sense to set on foot system- 
atic investigations which should prepare 
the way for a real and practical reform in 
these methods, it would secure a very de- 
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cided advantage for its party, be- 
cause it would appeal to the intelligence 


of the voters. There is little hope. 


that this will be done. The Democracy 
has shown but slight capacity for work of 
thissort. Its motive power does not impel 
it in this direction. But until it does it 
will be hopeless to expect much benefit 
from its action.

NATIONAL RAILROAD REGULATION 


There are intimations that the argu- 

ments before the House Committee on 
Commerce at Washington are likely to 
lead that committee to report against the 
Reagan bill and in favor of one establish- 
ing a National Railroad Commission. It 
is to be hoped that this will be the result 
of the committee’s deliberations on the 
subject. The objects which are aimed at 
in the Reagan bill are in the main good in 
themselves, but no adequate provision is 
made for securing them. Moreover, the 
bill aims to do too much in some direc- 
tions and not enough in others. Its main 
features are a prohibition of ‘ unjust dis- 
criminations” and of combinations and 
pooling arrangements. It does not clearly 
define ‘‘ unjust discriminations” and some 
of its provisions for their prevention 
are clearly impracticable. While forbid- 
ding combinations and pooling arrange- 
ments between competing lines, it makes 
no adequate provision for maintaining 
stable rates without them and preventing 
wars of rates between rival companies. 
{i There are several bills before the com- 
mittee which provide for the establish- 
ment of a National Railroad Commission. 
That introduced by Mr. Lona, of Massa- 
chusetts, ‘“‘ to establish a Board of Com- 
missioners of Inter-State Commerce and 
for other purposes” may be taken as a 
favorable example of this class of meas- 
ures. It is based in its main features on 
the principles of the State laws of Massa- 
chusetts and New-York. It provides for 
the appointment of three Commissioners 
to constitute a bureau in the Interior De- 
partment who shall ‘‘ exercise supervision 
over all the railroads passing from one 
State or Territory to or through one or 
more other States or Territories, or to or 
from any foreign country, and all railroads 
to which the United States has granted 
any loan of credit or subsidy in bonds or 
lands.” 

The chief purpose of this commission 
would be to secure publicity for all mat- 
ters pertaining to these railroads, to pre- 
scribe and enforce a system of reports, 
make all necessary examination of books 
and accounts, hear complaints and make 
decisions thereon, and see that all laws of 
the United States relating to such rail- 
roads are enforced. But perhaps the most 
important function of the commission is 
that defined in the clause ‘‘ and otherwise 
endeavor to procure the data necessary to 
the gradual enactment of an intelligent 
system of national ‘legislation regulating 
inter-State railroad commerce.” 

This is a subject full of complications 
and difficulties which are not apparent to 
one who has not madea thorough study 
of it, and few Congressmen have made 
such a study. Blind or hasty action 
might do more harm than good, and 
a harmonious and effective system of 
legislation must necessarily be built 
up gradually as the result of thorough 
and careful observation. The neces- 
sary data are the first need and they should 
be gathered by a permanent body vested 
with all the authority requisite for obtain- 
ing information and studying the elements 
of the problem to be dealt with. The 
Long bill contains provisions against dis- 
criminations in charges for ‘‘ like and con- 
temporaneous service,” and goes as far 
perhaps as would be safe at the start. 

It is not necessarily against this project 
for a national commission that such emi- 
nent representatives of the railroad in- 
terests as Mr. FINK and Mr. DEPEW are 
prepared to accept it. They doubtless see 
that something must be done, and are 
anxious that it shall be done in aconserva- 
tive and prudent manner. Their arguments 
on the general subject are by no means to 
be accepted, for they assume that the less 
interference with the railroad corpora- 
tions there is the better. The interference 
should be all that observation and experi- 
ence may show to be necessary in 
order to secure absolute justice in the 
dealing of railroads with the com- 
merce of the country. Publicity will not 
do everything, and railroad corporations 
hold such a relation to the public and to 
public interests that the Government has 
the right to hold them to such regulations 
as may conduce to the general welfare. 
If a proper commission is once obtained, 
its functions may be extended to effect all 
such purposes as may fall within the 
proper exercise of Government super- 
vision and regulation. Even such a bill 
as that proposed by Mr. CHARLES FRANCIS 
Apams, Jr., would make a good beginning 
of legislation on the subject. 


A RETICENT REGISTER. 

Mr. JOHN REILLY, the Register of this 
City, is by no means so effusively candid 
as Mr. KEENAN, his predecessor on the 
witness stand. In fact, it seems very hard 
to get anything out of Mr. REILLY, except 
assessments just before election. He does 
not know what his office is worth. His 
expenses are crushing, his responsibilities 
great, his receipts almost contemptibly 
smail. It did cost him over $20,000 to be 
elected, but that was because he was ex- 
cited by the ardors of conflict and 
drank delight of battle with his 
peers. “I would go dead broke 
before I would let Mr. Hess beat me.” The 
money, however, everybody will be glad 
to learn, was spent, not in buying venal 
votes, but in bracing the moral tone of 
venal voters so that they could not be 
bought by Mr. Hess. Asa mere matter of 
commercial prudence he seems to doubt 
whether his investment was good or 
whether he will ever see again the hard- 
earned money which he amassed from the 
savings of his salary as an Alderman to 
squander in his canvass for the office of 
Register. He even doubts whether he wiil 
be able to clear $1,000 a month out of the 
office, in spite of the popular delusion that 
the office is worth something like $75,000 
a year, less election expenses. 

A demonstration that Mr. REULtyY's esti- 
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mate is correct would be interesting, and 
might result in a fund for the relief of 
Mr. REILLY, with loan exhibitions and balls 
at the Academy of Music. But we search 
Mr. REILLY’s testimony in vain for any- 
thing like such a demonstration. What 
demonstration there is is the other way. 
One of Mr. REILLY’s inquisitors showed 
from the books that in January, which the 
witness had selected as an average month, 
the receipts of the office were at the rate 
of $75,000 a year, not counting the bills 
payable monthly. Where the books of his 
predecessor were Mr. REILLY did not know. 
There is a painful presumption that the 
Register has taken a leaf out of the book 
of finance for use in practical politics, and 
that DocHARTY is, as it were, his Morosini. 
Fie, fie! Is this Mr. REILLY they speak of 
sé highly ? Can this be Mr. Rettty who 
kept—we are not quite sure whether it 
was a liquor store or a livery stable that 
Mr. REILLY kept before he kept the Regis- 
ter’s office. But we are bound to say 
that, considering he was unaccompanied 
by counsel, his reticence is far less credita- 
ble to him as a simple-minded citizen, 
however creditable it may be to him as an 
astute politician, than the candor of 
KEENAN. 

It is painful to have to record the im- 
pression left by Mr. REILY’s testimony 
that, although his ‘election expenses” 
were very much more than $20,000, his 
net income from the office will be very 
much more than $12,000 a year. The 
‘election expenses” is, of course, a mere 
euphemism for the bid made by Mr. 
REILLY when the nomination was put up 
at a limited auction in Tammany Hall, 
from which all but highly successful poli- 
ticians were excluded, or, as it is put 
in poker, ‘‘ frozen out,” by the size of 
the ante. But even assuming that Mr. 
REILLY is only to get $12,000 a year, 
there is still what a country lawyer 
once described in court as a “ blanked 
great hiatus between his services and his 
salary.” We think we do the talents and 
attainments of the Register no injustice in 
saying that there is no employment known 
among men, from the mixing of drinks to 
the keeping of livery stables, in which he 
could command the half of that amount. 
If the salary of the office were fixed at 
$6,000 there would be no lack of candi- 
dates quite as competent as those put in 
nomination, ahd there would be no con- 
ceivable loss to any human interest, except- 
ing to the campaign funds of the Tammany, 
the County Democracy, and the Republican 
machine and to the private fortunes of the 
successful candidates. Theremay besome 
good reason why the services of the Reg- 
ister’s office should be paid in fees, but 
there is no reason whatever why the Reg- 
ister should receive these fees. If fees are 
to be collected they should be promptly 
turned into the municipal Treasury, and 
the Register paid by a suitable ‘salary 
drawn from the municipal Treasury. As 
REILLY’s testimony plainly showed in 
spite of the witness, the present arrange- 
ment simply distributes among the stokers 
of the machines an enormous corruption 
fund contributed by the candidates, each 
candidate expecting to reimburse himself 
out of the fees of the office. Mr. Roose- 
VELT’S committee has already laid a suftfi- 
cient basis for legislative action in regard 
to the Register’s office. 


THE BLOODY OVERALLS. 


It is to be hoped, in the interests of Hu- 
manity and party politics, that, as soon as 
Mr. SHERMAN’S investigation of Southern 
outrages on negroes is finished, Senator 
BUTLER will move for an investigation of 
the outrages on white men on Long Island. 

The South is—or ought to be—horror- 
stricken at the atrocities committed by 
Long Island negroes. A few weeks ago 
Mr. and Mrs. TOWNSEND, two inoffensive 
white residents of Long Island, whose 
only crime was their color, were attacked 
in their own house and beaten into insensi- 
bility. For this cruel outrage a negro, one 
Srmon RAPPALEE, was arrested, but, mere- 
ly because he was found to be innocent, 
he was released. The blood of Mr. and 
Mrs. TOWNSEND cries aloud for vengeance, 
but the cry continues to go up from their 
back kitchen without being answered by 
the punishment of a single negro. 

Still later, Mr. and Mrs. SPRAGUE, white 
residents of Long Island, were attacked 
and partially killed by a negro named 
Ruae. The unfortuate SpRAGUES had 
committed no offense, with the exception 
of possessing white skins and a small 
amountof money. The fiendish negro who 
attacked them is still alive, and there is 
abundant reason to fear that unless he is 
found guilty and duly sentenced he will 
escape all punishment for his crime. 


Outrages like these speak cornet-tongued 
of the terrible state of barbarism which 
exists on LongIsland. That oldest of civil 
rights bills, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, guarantees to the white Long Isl- 
ander life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness; but it is treated with contempt by 
the dominant colored assassin class. The 
deep-set hatred of white men and love of 
their pocket-books which characterizes 
the Long Island negro cannot but fill with 
horror every intelligent and humane 
white Southerner, and it would be an out- 
rage to ask the latter to remain silent 
while his fellow-men are being knocked on 
the head by Long Island fiends in the 
opaque disguise of negroes. 

Beyond any question the Long Island 
outrages are political. The negroes vote 
the Republican ticket and the white men 
of Suffolk and Queens Counties have been 
in the immemorial habit of voting the 
Democratic ticket. This makes it clear that 
the object of the negroes is to suppress the 
white vote. They mean to make Long 
Island “solid” for the Republican Party 
by terrorizing the whites. For this state 
of things the whole North is responsible. 
The attacks on the TOWNSENDS and the 
SPRAGUES are the legitimate results of 
Northern civilization—or rather want of 
civilization. This is as clear as it is that 
the people of Virginia and Florida are re- 
sponsible for the murder of a casual negro 
in Mississippi, and any denial of it is an 
evidence of deep-rooted hatred to the 
Union. 

It has been pretended that ever since the 
date of the Kelsey murder there has been 
‘no active organization of evil-doers on 
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ity 29, 1884. 
Long Island. It is true that the Second 
Presbyterian gang of Huntington has not 
been heard of since the Kelsey murder, 
but who can doubt that the negroes of 
Long Island—or at all events the negro 
RuGG—are organized for the purpose of 
terrorizing the whites. Ruaa is unques- 
tionably organized, and we may as- 
sume that he is the exponent of a gigantic 
system of crime and outrage directed 
against the simple, law-abiding white 
Democrats of the North. 

If Mr. BUTLER will expand these sugges- 
tions into a fiery speech, and wave the 
bloody overalls of RuaG before the Senate, 
he may be able to accomplish almost as 
much good as will be accomplished by 
Mr. SHERMAN’Ss investigation.

CIGARETTES. 


Any measure directed against the cigar- 
ette demands the approval of good citizens, 
but Mr. CLARKE’s bill forbidding the sale of 
cigarettes to boys under 17 seems to be a 
mistake. What the bill ought to have 
forbidden is the sale of cigarettes to per- 
sons over 17 years of age. If Mr. CLARKE 
will add this provision in the shape of an 
amendment to the bill it will be nearly 
perfect. 

The cigarette is designed for boys and 
women. The small-boy who wishes to 
commit the crime of secret smoking, 
but whose stomach is not stout enough for 
a cigar or a pipe, naturally smokes a cigar- 
ette, and thus enjoys the consciousness of 
guilt without the remorse of stomach. A 
grown man has no possible excuse for thus 
imitating the small-boy. He can smoke a 
cigar without fear of a subsequent inter- 
view with an avenging father in the wood- 
shed, and if he has doubts of his stomach, 
public opinion does not, as in the case of the 
small-boy, compel him to take his stomach 
in his hand—so to speak—and to smoke at 
all hazards. The decadence of Spain began 
when the Spaniards adopted cigarettes, 
and if this pernicious practice obtains 
among adult Americans the ruin of the 
Republic is close at hand. 





Gov. MuRRAY’s sweeping denial of the 
charges now being investigated by Mr. 
SPRINGER’S committee is entitled to this 
much respect, that he should be given an 
opportunity to refute the strong priméd 
facie evidence by which they are sustained. 
But the denial does not by itself cover this 
evidence, as any one can see by our dis- 
patches thismorning. The old story about 
political enemies has been told often 
enough, and is hardly serviceable now. 





The crowd of theatre-goers and others 
passing along Fourteenth-street at Broadway 
just before 8 o'clock last evening were saluted 
with cries of “ Here’s yer extra! Terrible acci- 
dent and loss of life on the Brooklyn bridge.” 
The shouters were two coarse-looking young 
men who had huge bundles of papers slung over 
their left arms. The fellows were surrounded by 
great numbers of persons who eagerly bought 
copies of the “ extra,” only to find that they had 
been swindled into paying five cents for 
an evening newspaper, the ordinary price 
of which is one cent. The only news 
to which the shouting could be intended 
to apply was the killing of a man in the engine- 
house of the Brooklyn bridge, of which an ac- 
count was given in all of the afternoon newspa- 
pers.

If some public-spirited citi- 
zen will only cause the arrest of one or two of 
the vagabonds, the evil will soon cease, and the 
complainant will deserve thanks as a public ben- 
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It is creditable to the letter-carriers of 
this City that they abstained from taking part in 
the effort that was recently made by the carriers 
in some other cities to induce Congress to extend 
to them, by law, the special privilege of a month’s 
vacation annually, with full pay. We are glad 
to find that the New-York carriers, to whose ef- 
ficiency, fidelity, and gentlemanly deportment all 
residents of New-York can testify, have too 
much discretion and good sense to join in this ill- 
advised movement.

Six years ago Lord Beaconsfield secured him a 
grant of £200, the most of which he afterward 
lost by a bank failure. Mr. Gladstone two years 
ago made him another grant of £100. “Although 
my life has been one of hardship and severe 
struggle,” he says in his autobiography, “ I have 
been content. A crust and a song are better than 
a surloin and a groan.”

FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

It would need more time and space than 
are now at our disposal to rehearse the story of 
“Confusion,” a three-act production, which was 
represented for the first time in this City at the 
Fifth-Avenue Theatre, last evening. But, if cir- 
cumstances were favorabie to a review of its in- 
cidents, it is doubtful if any good end would be 
subserved by the endeavor to acquaint the ab- 
sent reader with the merits of the new piece. It 
is, in fact, a work of the lightest sort, and a mere 
description of the material of which it is 
wrought would convey as faint an idea of its 
worth as a word-picture of a rainbow or a bub- 
ble. “Confusion,” though slight in construction,is 
capitally put together as well as thoroughly 
effective. Like many hundred plays of greater 
or smaller proportions, it turns upon an absurd 
misunderstanding, but, unlike a goodly propor- 
tion of pieces of the same order, its comical 
scenes—of which there is a surprising abun- 
dance—grow naturally out of the primal blun- 
der. Assoon as the spectator is reconciled to 
the necessity for not speaking the single word 
which would clear up the mystery at once, there 
is scarcely a situation but appears to be the strict- 
ly logical consequence of preceding events. Mr. 
Derrick’s dialogue, it is fair to say, might be 
brighter and more epigrammatic. A French 
author would have crammed “ Confusion” with 
clever talk, and combined the fun of the farce 
with the wit of modern French comedy. The 
author of the English play has not attempted to 
do anything of the sort,and the personages he 
presents and the language they use do not rise 
above the plane of rather commonplace people 
and speeches. Luckily, as we have sid, he 
has shown great skill in the deveiopment 
of his story, and, in further assurance 
of his success in this respect we should note that, 
while there is nothing new in his characters or 
expedients,they are managed in so deft a manner 
that, during the three acts of “Confusion,” the 
interest is sustained and the merriment well- 
nigh continuous. The source of all the compli- 
cations in “Confusion” may he briefly alluded to. 
A man and maid servant in the piece have mar- 
ried clandestinely, and they send for their baby 
and hide it in their master’s dwelling. 
Meanwhile, their employer's wife sets her 
heart upon having a pug dog, which, in due 
course, issent to her and also concealed under 
her husband’s roof. The telegram referring to 
the illness which causes the removal of the baby 
from London to the country goes astray and in- 
terrupts the courtship of a middle-aged spinster 
and an elderly bachelor. The mysterious intro- 
duction of the dog arouses the suspicions of a 
young husband, and his discovery of the baby, 
when it was feared that he would discover the pug, 
almost unsettles his mind. The malentendus en- 
gendered by this state of affairs occupy two of the 
three acts of “Confusion,” and, in the third, 
just as the spectator becomes a trifle weary of 
variations upon the original theme, Mr. Derrick 
revives his curiosity in relation to the proceed- 
ings by making the unfortunate husband mis- 
takea physician, fora detective and a detective 
for a physician thus turning a lovely riverside 
abode into a veritable lunatic asylum. But 
words, as already hinted, do scant justice to 
- Confusion.” The audience laughed over 
the tale it unfolded for two hours last 
night, and as the performanee can only gain in 
sparkle and smoothness by repetition, it is safe to 
prophesy that equally numerous assemblages 
will enjoy its drollery quite as keenly for many 
evenings to come. The piay—it is called an 
‘““eecentric comedy” on the bills, but the title 
is a misnomer, for there is nothing eccen- 
tric about it, and it is more of a 
farce than a comedy—was acted with earnestness 
and spirit at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. Perhaps 
the two most commendable traits of yesterday's 
representation were the evidences it afforded of 
long and careful rehearsal and the avoidance of 
exaggeration on the part of the actors. In most 
pieces of the same type the tendency to 
overdraw the characters and overdo the business 
of the stage is usually irresistible. This tendency 
was not once disclosed on the occasion we refer 
to, and the judicious spectator was per- 
mitted to-enjoy the performance’ with- 
out the protrusion of the comedians be- 
yond the_ personages they embodied. As 
“Confusion” scttles down to a profitable run, 
some of the portrayals will probably take on 
more detail and emphasis. They may do so 
without damage, but if there is to be no me- 
dium between their present comparative sketchi- 
ness and the caricatural efforts frequently forced 
upon the play-goers, we trust no change will be 
made in the tone of the present rendcring of 
* Confusion.” Last night the unforced vivacity 
with which the action was carried on was delight- 
ful to behold. The hest acting was contributed 
by Mr. Dixey, as Christopher Blizzard, a middle- 
aged lover; Mr. Harry St. Maur, as Mortimer 
Muanpleford, the jealous hushand; Mr. Joseph 
Frankau, as Doctor Bartholomew Jones, and Miss 
Maria Davis, as Lucretia Trickleby. The other 
roles were all in competent hands, and 
the scenery and dresses left nothing 
to be wished for. “Confusion” was pret- 
aced by a_ one-act farce entitled “ Dis- 
tinguished Foreigners.” This piece should be 
cut down to two-thirds of itslength, but it may 
be retained with advantage as part of the even- 
ing’s entertainment, for it introduces Mr. Dixey 
in sorne capitul imitations of Mr. Henry Irving, 
and Miss Florence Gerard in some still more won- 
derful reproductions of the mowings and mouth- 
ings of Miss Terry.

MR. CAMPBELL’S NEW PLAY. 

Mr. Bartley Campbell's new play, “ Sep- 
aration,” which was presented last night at the 
Union-Square Theatre in the presence of a large 
audience, tells a simple and, on the whole, rather 
ingenuous story. Thisisit: Benton Blair, wno is 
described as a “‘ man of prejudice,” is married to 
a young and charming woman. This young 
woman happens to have a brilliant singing voice, 
and she takes pleasure in making it heard for 
charitable purposes. She belongs to that class 
of persons who devote themselves with extreme 
industry to “amateur theatricals.”’ Mr. Blair, 
however, is Puritanical; he objects to the pyib- 
lic exhibition of his wife, even in the noble #:use 
of charity. His aggressive way of looking at this 
subject leads to a foolish Comestic quarrel. Then 
the young wife, wo is naturally in a state of 
temporary passion, disappears for a brief hour. 
Meanwhile Mr, Blair, who has worked himself up 
to an extraordinary degree of penitential virtue, 
flies to parts unknown with a weeping infant. 
There is no very clear reason why Mr. Blair 
should not stay at home and behave with a ra- 
tional amount of good sense. But, having con- 
vinced himself by a peculiar sort of sophistry 
that his wife is on the road to perdition, he car- 
ries his babe—with the help of a nurse—to Eu- 
rope. The first scene in “Separation” is 
placed on this of the The 
ond and third scenes are at Trouville, the 
fourth and fifth scenes at Florence. The entire 
lay, after the first act, is composed of meetings 
yetween the husband and the wife and between 
the wife and the daughter. Fifteen years pass 
between the firstand the second act. The caugh- 
ter, Mabel, is in the bloom of sweet sixteen. The 
mother is a celebrated singer, known as Mile. La 
Chaise. The three personagesin this drama come 
together, of course, accidentally. In the third 
act there is the inevitable situation with the bus- 
band and wife; the husband believes that bis 
wife has been unfaithful to him; the wife longs 
to see herchild. The daughter appears and, in 
face of his defiance to her, Mrs. Biair or Mile. La 
Chaise refuses to recognize Mabel. <At this point 
she acknowledges tacit!y that she is not worthy 
ot motherhood. In the fourth act she declares, 
on the contrary, that she is guiltless of sin, 
whereupon the Puritanical and short-sighted Mr. 
Blair attempts to embrace ner; but, at the criti- 
cal moment of marital affection, two old theatri- 
cal friends come upon the scene, quite unex- 
pectemiy. whereupon poor, deluded, unreasoning 


3lair turns once more upon his wife and swears 
The curtain falls 
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that she has deceived him. 
upon this new proof of his idiosyncrasy. In the 
last act, all is set right. 

This play is conventional and shallow. Mr. 
Campbell has never shown, we believe, the ca- 
pacity to build a rational and unconventional 
play. He has vigorous theatrical talent, human 
sympathy, anda quick dramatic instinct. But 
his thinking isallon the surface. His two best 
plays, “*My Partner’ and “ Wairfax,’’ were, in 
spite of their force and vaiue, without solid 
purpose. They exhibited his talent, but they 
exhibited also his weakness, and it cannot be seid 
tat Mr. Campbell has got rid of his weakness, 
There is force, humanity, interest, in **Separa- 
tion;” the new play was even received with favor 
and applause, because Mr. Campbell has laid 
stress upon the popular side of his work; yet the 
motive in“ Separation” isa feeble imitation of 
an old and worn theatrical motive; it is impossi- 
ble to understand men and women who are 
merely fatuous. A playis not true or fine in 
which the action is deeaot along sophistically, 
in which there is neither courage, imagination, 
nor originality. It was expected, at any rate, 
that Mr. Campbell might finally go on a fresh 
read. He isstillon the wrong road,and “Sepa- 
ration” is a long way after “ Odette,” not to 
mention a half-dozen popular and sentimental 
dramas. 

However, there is good substance in “* Separa- 
tion,” and the play was thoughtfully and strong- 
ly acted. It may therefore win public sympa- 
thy. It was found at many places clever, enter- 
taining, or pathetic. Mr. Coghlan gave dignity 
and grace to the character of the husband, and 
there was excellent acting by Mr. Whiting, Mr. 
Stoddart, Mr. Felix Morris, Miss Carey, Miss 
Elisler, Miss Du Sauld, and Miss Harrison. 
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NEW PARK THEATRE. 

“That Man,” a new emotional drama by 
Celia Logan, was produced at the New Park 
Theatre last evening in the presence of a fairly 
large and very enthusiastic audience. The play, 
it may, be said at: once, contains many elements 
of success. Theserious material on which the 
story is founded is strong and true, thoughsome- 
times merred dy the super-elegance of the lan- 


guage. The comedy is the weak portion of the 
play, and will admit of very decided change. The 
stronger episodes of the work move somewhat 
in the same grooves as those of “East Lynne” 


and ‘Miss Multon.” There is a deserted wife 
and her child, a basanites, end the deceived seo- 
ond wife. jThe sinner in this case, however, is the 
husband and not the wife, and in the last act he 
ae ee ee his own retribution by the popular 
method of suicide. -This person, an unpleasant 
and unusually disagreeable character, was played 
with some effect by Mr. Barton Hill. Mrs. Agnes 
Booth appeared as Muriel Chantrey, the wronged 
wife. e acted with strength, dignity, and 
pathos, giving to each scene force and 
vivid color. She _ was frequently recalled 
and presented with bouquets of gorgeous 
appearance. Miss Margarct Lanner played 
the deceived second wife with fine judg- 
ment and intelligence. Mr. A. H. Forrest was 
the chivalrous young brother of the second wife, 
who quite properly fell in love with the first one 
and devoted his life to righting her wrongs. He 
acted with most laudable discretion and gained 
the instant favor of the house. The authoresg 
was called before the curtain at the close of the 
third act, and soon afterward a deputation from 
the Order of Elks presented Mrs. Booth, in the 

resence of the audience, with a handsome 
Padge as a token of appreciation of her services 


to the order.

A WHIRL IN. WALL-STREET 


THE BEARS CAUGHT AND TREAT- 
ED WITH LITTLE MERCY. 

HOW THE VILLARD STOCKS WERE USED 
TO STIR UP THE MARKET AND PUT IT 
IN A HEALTHIER CONDITION. 


There was a whirl in the stock market 
yesterday which took most of the brokers by 
surprise and sent the “ bears” scampering out 
of sight. Several operators were caught on the 
“short” side and squeezed without mercy. The 
most extraordinary activity prevailed in the 
stocks which were formerly known as “the Vil- 
lards,” and carly in the cay there were evi- 
dences of a *‘corner” in the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation <tock, and an unusual scarcity in the 
Northern Pacific preferred stock.

The excitement in the Exchange was very 
great. Brokeis hurried from their offices and 
crowded into the large trading room by hun- 
dreds. With that ouick instinct which is charac- 
teristic of the experienced Wall-street operator, 
each broker scemed to realize at the outset that 
something unusual was about to happen. Stories 
of a concerted “ bull” movement were passed 
from lip to lip, and the stories gained in scope 
and positiveness as the prices of the leading 
stocks devcloped a steady upward tendency. 

“ Jay Gould’s hand is in this,” said some. 

“ Yes, this is the work of the syndicate,” re- 
sponded others. 

The details of the transaction by which the 
Oregon and Transcontinental Company was on 
Saturday relieved from its immediate financial 
troubles were wicely discussei. The syndicate 
spoken of includes Jay Gould, Russell Sage, 
Cyrus W. Field, Anthony J. Drexel, Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co.,and Work, Strong &Co. This syndi- 
eate bought from the Oregon and Transconti- 
nenta) Company 10,000 shares of Oregon Railway 
and Navigation stock at 75; 30,000 shares of 
Northern Pacific preferred at 36, and 30,000 shares 
of Northern Pacific common at 16. The Oregon 
and Transcontinental Company realized from 
these sales $2,310,000, and in addition it borrowed 
from the syndicate $1,200,000 for six months on 
20,000 shares of Oregon Railway and Navigation, 
pledged at 60 and no additional margin to be 
called for. About $1,500,000 was needed on Sat- 
urday to pay a call loan. The lenders, it was 
stated, were extremely anxious to get their 
money when they thought the company 
could not pay it. Mr. Gould and his friends 
raised the necessary cash, and the company sent 
word to the persons who had called the loan that 
the money would be paid upon the return of the 
coljateral securities. The securities were not re- 
turned on Saturday, and members of the syndi- 
cate insisted that they should be called for 
yesterday. It was weil-known that a large pro- 
portion of the so-called Villard stocks remaining 
on the market had been loaned out, and was held 
by the “shorts” subject to call. Mr. Gould was 
suspected yesterday of taking this fact into con- 
sideration when he went into the syndicate, and 
the tight “squeeze” in Oregon Railway and Nav- 
igation was attributed to him. 

The extraordinary scarcity of the Railway and 
Navigation stock yesterday was explained by an 
active stock-broker as follows: ** One-half of the 
$18,000,000 capital stock of the company is depos- 
ited with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
as part collateral for the $8,000,000. The North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company holds $2,390,000 of 
the stock, and the Gould-Sage syndicate holds 
$3,000,009. All that is left to deal in, therefore, 
including the holdings of investors, is only 
$5,610,000." Mr. Gould’s motive in goingjinto the 
syndicate was unreservedly explained by himself 
and his friends as being simply a desire to lift 
the stock market out of the stagnation caused 
by the slump of the Villard stocks. Mr. Gould 
believed that the condition of the market could 
best be improved by imparting some vigor to the 
“Villards.” Opinions differed widely yesterday 
as to whether he intended that the advances in 

rice should be so great. The rise in Oregon 
iailway and Navigation stimulated the entire 
list of stocks, and an uncommonly big > bus- 
iness was done in the Exchange. The differences 
between the regular and cash deliveries of the 
Railway and Navigation stock ranged from 5 to 
& per cent. This stock closed at 99% regular. 
After touching 119 it declined rapidiy, and in the 
middie of the day was selling about par, regular 
delivery. 

A brisk flurry in Northern Pacific preferred 
caught several prominent operators “short.” 
This stock opened at 444% and sold quickly up to 
or At 2:lo P. M. it was found that a number 
of brokers had failed to deliver Northern Pacific 
prefered stock as per contract, ana 2,050 shares 
were boughtin under the rule, the wildest excite- 
ment prevailing meanwhile. All of the pur- 
chases under the rule were made in smal] lots, 
from 200shares down to 50 shares. Stock was 
bought in for the account of Collis & Levy, 
M. C. Bouvier & Co., Walker, Goicouria & Co., F. 
B. Trowbridge, H. K. burras & Co., R. 8. Elliott, 
and Rodgers & Randolph. About 1,000 shares 
were taken by Howard Lapsley & Co. for various 

rsons.and Van Schaick & Co. purchased alot for 
». L. Hudson & Co. The prices paid for the stock 
bought under the rule varied trom 471% to 5044, 
the last mentioned figure being paid for a lot of 
only 0) shares. It was noticed with some sur- 

rise that during these hasty transactions in 
Northern Pacific, preferred stock for cash deliv- 
ery sold at a fraction below the price for regular 
delivery. After 2:15 o'clock the * bears’’ seemed 
to have plenty of the stock on hand. ‘ 

The feeling in the Street after 3 o’clock was di- 
versified. Naturally the “ bulls’ felt exultant 
and the “* bears”’ morose. Conservative observers 
of the market's fitful courses were somewhat 
puzzjed, but some of them were disposed to take 
a cheerful view of the situation. reat many 
felt that the market needed stimulating, but 
they were in doubt as to whetheror not the 
stimulating that it reccived yesterday would 
not prove to be too heavy a dose. “I be- 
lieve.” said Henry Clews, * that the ultimate 
effect of this will be favorable. The market 
needed stirring up. There will probably 
be a succession of just such fiurries 
as we have had to-day, and then the 
market will assume a steadier and more healthful 
condition.” Mr. Horace White, Treasurer of the 
Oregon Kailway and Navigation Company, ex- 

ressed the belief that the temporary “corner” 
fi the stock of that company had been caused by 
the sudden calls tor the stock which had been 
loened out. “The so-called Villard stocks 
seemed to be dangerous things to handle,’ said 
Mr. White, with a smile; ** money has been lost on 
them both ways.” 

An officer of the Oregon and Transcontinental 
Company explained the present condition of that 
and its kindred companies as follows: ** When 
the eight-miliion-dollar loan was negotiated a 
few weeks ago the syndicate which advanced the 
money was given an option on thestocks pledged 
as collaterals. There were 45,750 shares of Ore-

At tirst the little balls were soft and pulpy, but 
they gradually became dry and pulverized, 
crumbling at the touch. We have before us a 
piece of earth on which one of them fell, and the 
mark ieft behind resembles a splash of limewash 
or similar matter.

ROWELL’S MURDER TRIAL 


THE TESTIMONY SUBMITTED IN 
FAVOR OF THE DEFENSE. 
AN EFFORT MADE TO SHOW THAT THE PRIS- 
- ONER WAS OF UNSOUND MIND AT THE 
TIME HE KILLED LYNCH. 


Batavia, N. Y., Jan. 28.—The defense 
proceeded with their evidence in the Rowell trial 
to-day, examining a good many witnesses for 
the purpose of showing that the prisoner was 
deranged at the time he killed Lynch, and that 
there are some grounds for believing that his 
alleged strange actions were inherited. Notwith- 
standing the uninteresting nature of the evi- 
dence, the court-room was filled, and the de- 
mand for admission was as great asever. The 
proceedings of the trial were begun by Mr. Wat- 
son, who exhibited the register of Powers’s 
Hotel in Rochester, and asked that it 
be placed in evidence. He said that 
under date of Aug. 2, last year, J. L. Lynch, 
Utica, registered upon it, and was assigned to 
Room No. 215. That is what he wanted to prove. 
The register was examined by the reporters, and 
on the next page was found the name Mrs. E. 
N. Potter, Albion, which was the name. regis- 
tered by Mrs. Rowell that day. She was assigned 
to Room No. 137. The register was admitted in 
evidence. The first witness called to-day was 
John McLaughlin, a boy employed in O’Con- 
nor’s grocery, where Rowell bought half a 
pound of black pepper on the evening of the 
tragedy. The boy testified to that fact and said 
Rowell was very nervous in the store. Cyrus F. 
Starks was called to the stand and shown the 
Rowells’ marriage certificate. He testified that 
he saw it in Rowell’s residence two days after the 
tragedy. The certificate was introduced in evi- 
dence. It was dated Sept. 8, 1875,and the sub- 


scribing clergyman was Dr. A. B. Goodrich, of 
Calvary Church, Utica. Jobn J. Flannagan, 
local editor of the Utica Observer, identified the 
signature of Dr. Goodrich. 

- Hiram A. King, maltster, of Batavia, a angper 
young man, and husband ,of the - lady 
who has been called “the third_ per- 
son,” testified that he went to the Rowell 
house a few minutes before & o'clock on the night 
of the tragedy. His wife was there and she met 
him at the door, saying they were just sitting 
down to supper, and asked him tocomein. He 
knew Lynch was there, but his name was not 
mentioned. “I replied to Mrs. King," he said, 
“that I was in a hurry, and told her 
she had “* better « get ready’ and* we would 
go * home. Mrs. Rowell then came _ in 
and urged me to stay and spend theevening; but 
I told her I had business to do and would have to 
go. Mrs. Rowell said she would get out the 
cards,and she intimated there was company in 
the house who would go at 10 o’clock. Mrs. 
Rowell’s tone in giving me the invitation was 
cordial. I was at the Rowell house on the Sun- 
day previous with my wife, and our little girl 
was with us. Rowell seemed to be nervous, 
and his bodily appearance was thin . and 
emaciated. He ‘was naturally slight, but 
at that -time he was.thinner than I 
ever saw him before. As I knew him before 
that time he was cheerful, though not talkative. 
but onthat Sunday evening he was sullen and 
morose. Heseemed to be incoherent in ideas. The 
first — I asked him was where he was going, 
and how long he would be gone. He said he was 
peer far west as Washington, and he might 

gone one day and might be gonea week. I 
told him Washington was not west, and he said 
that’s so. Then there was another ‘thing, Mrs. 
Rowell was suffering from a bad cold 
and Itold him he should not go away, but he 
said in atone of voice I never heard him use be- 
fore: ‘Oh she'll get along all right.’ Mrs. 
Rowell said she couldn’t understand what had 
come over ‘Newt’ lately. The things Rowell 
did and said, as I have described them, seemed to 
me unnatural, and the fact that he said he was 
going west to Washington struck me as irra- 
tional. Rowell was a very domestic man, and 
I frequentiy observed his affection for_ his 
wife and children, though, as 1 understood him, 
he was an undemonstrative man. On several 
occasions when we were at his house of an even- 
ing he would put the children to bed and leave 
his wife to entertain the company.

to investigate in regard to the charges of Paimer 
against his wife. fore that he was cheerful 
and pleasant, the girls said, but subsequently he 
became sad, dejected, gloomy, and inattentive. 
Joseph C. Wilson, of Batavia, told of a circum- 
stance where he thought Rowell’s unnatural 
conduct was manifested, and John J. Flanagan, 
ot Utica, stated that Rowell's character was con- 
sidered good in that city. 

Holden T. Millerand Solomon Masse, bankers, 
of Batavia, and Rowell’s bondsmen. testified to 
the defendant's good character in Batavia.

y: BARRETT REFUSES TO SEE BOKER. 
r= From the Philadelphia Times, Jan. 28, 
Since Lawrence Barrett’s arrival in this 
city last week to take the partof Lanciotto in 
“Francesca da Rimini” it has been noticed by 
the mutual friends of the actor and the author of 
the play, George H. Boker, that the gentlemen in 
question did not speak. Social relations between 
them are wholly suspended. Their business deal- 


ings are entirely carried on through Mr. Barrett's 
agent. This is the not unnatural result of a 
yam refusal on Mr. Barrett’s part to receive 
r. Boker when the latter called on him in his 
dressing-room at the conclusion of one of his re- 
cent performances of the play in New-York. 
The cause of the coolness is a dispute about roy- 
alties. When the piece was first produced, on 
Sept. 14, 1882, this question did not enter 
largely into the mind of either gentleman 
and was not mentioned in their contract. Mr. 
Barrett made a verbal agreement with Mr. 
Boker by which the latter was to receive $20 
royaity for each evening performance and $10 
for each matinée. The piece was played, and 
proved an instant success. When the end of the 
tirst season was near Mr. Boker wrote to Mr. Bar- 
rett, reminding him of the great success of the 
play, asserting that the contract was revocable, 
and proposing to set the royalty at the rate of 10 
percent. “ Yhis;” said Mr. Boker last night, * is 
5 per cent. less than the rate fixed by law in 
France. Mr. Barrett did not dispute the justice 
of my claim, but said that he was hard up. and 
could not pay the amount asked. Considerable 
correspondence passed on the subject, until 1 was 
weary of it. Finally Mr. Barrett sent kis lawyer, 
Mr. O’Gorman, over here to arrange the matter. 
I was so sick of the whole thing by that time 
that I consented to take his offer of $30 royalty 
on evening performances and $10 for matinées. 
I atterward learned that he was prepared to 
ve me much more, if necessary. Then 
r. Barrett ceased to correspond with me, 
but I had not imagined that he considtred 
himself aggrieved until my call on him at. his 
dressing-room when he last opened the piece in 
New-York. He received my card and begged to 
be excused from seeing me. I confess it cut me.

OBITUARY.

THE HON. E. W. M. MACKEY. 

Edward W. M. Mackey, member of Con- 
gress from the Seyenth District of South Caro- 
lina, died yesterday morning in Washington. 
He was born in Charleston, S. C., March 8, 1846. 
He received a classical education, but the out- 
break of the civil war prevented his entering col- 
lege. In 1865 he wasappointed Assistant Assessor 
of Internal Revenue, and while occupying that 
position studied law, and was admitted to 
the Bar in 1868. He took a prominent part 
in the work of reconstruction, and .was 


a delegate to the Constitutional Convention. 
He became Sheriff of Charleston County in 1868, 
serving for four years. During his term as 
Sheriff he served several years as an Alderman of 
Charleston. In 1874 he was elected to the Forty- 
fourth Congress, and in 1876 became Speaker of 
the South Carolina House of Representatives. 
He wasa delegate to the Republican_National 
Conventions held in Philadelphia ang Chicago in 
1872and 1880. In the latter year he was made 
Chairman of the South Carolina Republican 
State Executive Committee, and occupied that 
position at the time of his death. From 1878 to 
1881 Mr. Mackey was Assistant United States At- 
torney for South Carolina. He was a candidate 
for the Forty-sixth Congress, and claimed an elec- 
tion. The certificate, however, was given to his 
opponent, M. P. O'Connor, whose seat he con- 
tested without success, the Committee on Privi- 
legesand Elections making no report. He was 
again a candidate in 1880, and received, accord- 
ing tothe precinct returns, 18,377 votes to Mr. 
O'Connor's 17,458. The State Board of Canvass- 
ers gave the certificate to the latter, but on May 
31, 1882, he wasseated by the House, and was re- 
elected to the present Congress as a Republican 
by a majority of more than 8,000 over Samuel 
Lec, Independent.

PROF. KLINKERFUES. 

Prof. Ernest Frederick William Klinker- 
fues, the German astronomer, shot himself in 
the observatory at Gottingen yesterday. He was 
in his fifty-seventh year, having been born in 
Hofgeismar, March 20, 1827. He studied at the 


Polytechnic School at Cassel, and was employed 
as an engineer in the construction of the Main- 
Weser Railroad. He afterward devoted himself 
to the study of astronomy, and in 1851 was ap- 
pointed assistant astronomer to Gauss at Got- 
tingen, and succeeded him as Director of the ob- 
servatory, a position which he held to the time 
of his death. Prof. Klinkerfues was the inventor 
of several astronomical instruments, principal 
among them being a new hygrometer for prac- 
tical observations in meteorology. He was also 
the discoverer of several comets. He published 
a number of valuable articles in the review of 
the Scientific Society of Gottingen, and was the 
author of a work entitled * Theoretical Astron- 
omy,’’ published in 1872. No cause is assigned 
for his suicide. 
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HIS HEAD TORN FROM 'HIS BODY. 


A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT IN THE EAST RIVER 
BRIDGE ENGINE-ROOM. 

An accident occurred in the engine-room 
of the East River bridge, in Prospect-street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning, which resulted in 
the instant death of Patrick McBride, who was 
engaged in oiling the machinery, and the tearing 
of his head completely from his body. No per- 
son saw McBride before the accident, and it is 
impossible to say just how it occurred. Engineer 
Hart and Bridge Trustee Swan were standing 
near the large driving-wheel over which the 
cable which runs the cars passes, at a few min- 
utes after 9 o’clock, when they felt a sudden 


shock, and at the same instant the mangled body 
of McBride was thrown into the air by the wheel 
with great violence. The ‘head rolled across the 
floor, and the rest of the unfortunate man’s 
body lay where it fell, near the wheel. 
As soon as Messrs. Hart and Swan had re- 
covered from their shock they examined the 
floor, andfound that a portion of the planking 
where the whecl passed upwardin its revolution 
had been torn away, and that McBride’s body had 
been carried around by the wheel, striking the 
flooring, which is of 3%-inch planks, in its up- 
ward course, and shattering it by the force of 
the blow. How the oiler became entangled in 
the wheel can only be conjectured. The ma- 
chinery, which it was his om f to oil and wipe, is 
within a few feet of the wheel, anda portion pro- 
jects by the side of it. It is supposed that ne was 
standing between the engine and the wheel, that 
he stepped back a little too far and one of his 
arms, probably his left, for it was almost torn 
off, became caught in the spokes. The half revo- 
lution brought the body up at the other end of 
the cut in the floor through which the wheel re- 
volves. Death must have been instantaneous. 
McBride’s clothes were torn into shreds, and al- 
most every bone in his body was broken. Llood 
and pieces of flesh were scattered over the ma- 
chinery and about the engine-room as the wheel 
continucd to fly round at the rate of 56 revolu- 
tions a minute. . 
McBride was a sober, industrious man, and had 
had a long experience with machinery. He was 
employed for years by the Union Ferry Company 
betore he went to work in the bridge engine- 
room, and it was probably his familiarity 
with machinery that bred the want of caution 
which cost him his life. He was 42 years of age 
and leaves surviving him a widow and five chil- 
dren. The remains were removed last evening 
to his home at No. 27 Front-street, Brooklyn.

TRYING TO TRAVEL FREE. 

BALTIMORE, Jan, 28.—A well-dressed man 
and woman have recently been traveling over 
many of the railroads, he representing himself as 
an officer of the Central Vermont Railroad and 
thus obtaining passes from General Agents and 
Superintendents of roads. He goes by the name 
of Eugene Walthaus and says his companion is 
his wife. Conductor Thomas Lamar, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, last Saturday was 


too sharp for them. They had traveled from 
Pittsburg to Cumberland, Md., dead-head, by 
telling the conductor how they had lost 
their wallet, containing valuable papers and 
passes, though at the same time showing the 
conductor old passes issued by other roads. 
When Conductor Lamar took charge of the train 
at Cumberland he wouldn't believe their story, 
and they had to leave the train at Martinsburg. 
The affair was reported to Master of Transporta- 
tion Clements, of the Baltimore and Ohio Koad, 
who communicated with Generai Manager J. W. 
Hobart, of the Central Vermont Rauroad. In 
reply he received a dispatch —— that the 
Central Vermont Company would hke to 
know about all the movements of the 
couple, and intimating that Walthaus was 
not in their employ. Meanwhile the cou- 
ple had been trying to play their game 
on General Agent Landers, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, at Martinsburg, but one of the company’s 
private detectives confronted Walthaus and in- 
formed him that his little game was up. The 
man confessed that he had not been in the em- 
ploy of the Vermont Central Road for along 
time. The Baltimore and Ohio Company hay- 
ing no special charge against them they were 
released, and the woman sold a diamond pin to 
pay their way to Washington. Walthaus is the 
same person who tried to work the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie Company at Pittsburg for passes last 
week.

THE BUFFALO WATER-WORKS. 

BuFFraLo, N. Y., Jan. 28.—The annual re- 
port of the Water Commissioners of this city 
was made public to-day. It states that for the 
first time in their history the water-works may 
now be considered self-sustaining, and they are 
also in excellent condition. There has been a re- 
duction in rates to domestic consumers during 
the past year of 334% per cent., and a reduc- 


tion to manufacturers from 9 cents to 3 
cents per 1,000 gallons. The mains have 
been extended very considerably. The total 
expenses of running the works and of 
extensions for the year were $442,210. 
The Commissioners say: “We feel that the 
showing is good enough to warrant a concession 
in rates to domestic consumers of 10 per cent., 5 
per cent. in May and 5 percent. in November 
vills, and we do so recommend.” The water debt 
has been reduced $10,000 during the year, leaving 
it $2,871,882. The Commissioners suggest that in- 
stead of paying the debt by drafts on the general 
fund the principal be refunded at a lower rate of 
interest as it becomes due until the surplus reve- 
nues are large enough to extinguish it. The use 
of the waterphone for detecting leaks und wastes 
has resulted in verifying the estimate that the 
loss of water is from 40 to 50 per cent. of all the 
water pumped.

MEETING OF THE CHURCH TEM- 
PERANCE SOCIETY. 
SPEECHES IN SUPPORT OF THE ROOSEVELT 
BILL BY MR. BEECHER, MR. WOODFORD, 
AND OTHERS. 

A large and very earnest meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Church Temper- 
ance Society, in the hall of the Long Island His- 
torical Society, Brookiyn, last evening, to indorse 
the Roosevelt High License bill, which is now 
before the Assembly. The Rey. Dr. Noah Hunt 
Schenck presided and introduced Mr. Robert 
Graham, who explained the objects of the mect- 
ing in a brief address. After referring to the 
facts gathered by the Church Temperance Socie- 
ty throughout the State bearing on the subject 
of intemperance, Mr. Graham said that the so- 
ciety was preparing a bill to increase the license 
for selling liquors to $500 and for selling beer to 
$250 a year, when Assemblyman Theodore Roose- 
velt introduced his bill, covering the same 
ground. Mr. Roosevelt's bill, however, was so 
drawn as to apply only to cities of 100,000 inhab- 
itants, so that if passed it would cover only New- 
York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo. This was the only 
objectionable feature, and Mr. Roosevelt had ex- 
pressed himself ready to accept any amendment 
which wisdom might suggest. Mr. Graham read 


a_series of resolutions indorsing the Roosevelt 
High License bill and requesting its author to ex- 
tend its scope to the entire State and to inserta 
clause to prevent the fraudulent sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors under a beer license, which he pro- 
posed to submit to the meeting for adoption. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher then made an 
address on the subject of high license, which 
was received by the audience with many demon- 
strations of applause. The old-time temperance 
meeting, he said, was simply to discuss the ques- 
tion of totalabstinence. It was a meeting for men 
who drank, and it dealt almost wholly with the 
physiological results of drinking. It was not only 
beneficent in its day, but it laid the foundation 
for meetings of another kind, and perhaps of a 
higher grade. “1 insist,’’ said the speaker, “ that 
the old movement shall go on, and that ail 
methods by which we can affect public 
sentiment shall be brought to bear 
on this temperance cause. It is often 
said that there is more drinking now 
than ever before. That may be true in spots, but 
it is not true of the whole community. The me- 
chanic, the agriculturist, the midmost citizens 
of to-day are jar in advance on the temperance 
question of what they were 45 years ago. Tak- 
ing the community as a whole, in all its various 
industries and the average public sentiment 
which rules in families, a wonderful advance 
has been made already, and this is due to the in- 
fluence of the old-time temperance agitation, 
which aimed only at prohibition. There 
are two classes of temperance men 
now. They are agreed on the inherent right 
of the community to defenditself from its worst 
enemy; they differ only in the method of defense 
to be adopted. If human nature were not what 
itis, and experience bad not shown what it bas, 
I would be in favor of prohibition; but in a free 
country where every man has a vote prohibition 
at this time is premature. Wemust postpone 
that to a later day, when successful regulation of 
the liquor traffic has lifted public sentiment up 
to a higher plane than it yet occupies. 

* We hold,” continued Mr. Beecher, ** that the 
liquor-sellers are the multiform enemy of so- 
ciety, the professional promoters of every evil 
which disturbs society, which increases the taxes 
of society, and largely destroys the general peace 
of society. It is past controversy that crime 
and vice are diminished appreciably when you 
stop the flow of liquor partially for one day, as 
we now do on Sunday. The small dockets of the 
Police Courts on Monday morning bear forcible 
witness to the effect of open saloons. If you 
could stop the tiow of liquor entirely, in just 
that proportion taxation, direct and indirect, 
would decrease. For the sake of political order, 
for the sake of education at large, for the reduc- 
tion of taxation of every kind, the diffusion of 
alcoholic drinks ought to be regulated. If it 
is not possible to probibit it, it should at least be 
restrained to guarded channels. No class of men 
of the same number has so much influence as 
the liquor-sellers. It is not our just and wise 
men who constitute our Board of Aldermen and 
fil) the other offices of the Government. It is the 
liquor-sellers, and generally those of the lowest 
class, who occupy those high places, and they 
constitute a privileged class in our communities, 
which threaten the very foundations of our in- 
stitutions. I protest in the name of democracy 
against a privileged class in this country; but if 
we must have one, in the name of reason and 
humanity let the wise and patriotic men of so- 
ciety be selected. Draft your aristocracy from 
the top; don’t go to the bottom to get your 
rulers.”’ 

Mr. Beecher referred to the last Board of Al- 
dermen of this city, 12 of whom were liquor 
sellers, who worked themselves up to places 
of power by means of votes which they paid 
liquid prices for. He said that the enact- 
ment of the Roosevelt bill would at least drive 
many of the lower classes of saloon-keepers out 
of the business, and the men who paid $500 fora 
license would take it on themselves to see that 
nobody opened an unlicensed place in their vi- 
cinity. ‘‘ The man who pays $500 for the privilege 
of selling liquor,” said Mr. Beecher, “has gota 

roperty, and he isn’t going to let Tom, Dick, and 

larry step in to depreciate it. He will relieve 
the police from a duty which they seem to he 
incapable of performing properly. Il beseech you 
for the fame of our city, for the welfare of your 
families, for our children’s sake, to act now, and 
make the power of your influence felt, not only 
here at home, but throughout this entire Empire 
State.” 

The Hon. Stewart L. Woodford spoke briefly, 
and then Mr. Graham made a strong appeal to 


the audience to pass the resolutions, which were | 


adopted unanimously. The Rev. Dr. Schenck, 
Mr. Woodford, and Mr. Graham were appointed 
a committee to name a committee of 12 Brooklyn 
gentlemen to go to Albany and urge the passage 
of the Roosevelt bill, and the meeting adjourned.

MANY PRISONERS ILLEGALLY HELD. 
The Court of Special Sessions on Satur- 
day sentenced John Keating, for assaulting a 
grocery clerk, toa term inthe penitentiary ona 
charge of assault and battery. Immediately upon 
his conviction Keating’s lawyer, Mr. Frank J. 
Keller, applied for a writ of habeas corpus, on 
the ground that under the Penal Code there is no 
such crime as assault and battery, the Code mak- 
ing it obligatory that all such convictions should 
be for assault in the thirddegree. Judge Barrett 
took the case under advisement and yesterday 
rendered a decision, discharging Keating. 

Mr. Kellersaid to a Times reporter that this 
was the first time the question had been raised in 
this City, and that Judge Barrett's decision re- 
versed all the convictions for assault and battery 
of the Court of General Sessions and the Court 
of Special Sessions since the Penal Code went in- 
to etfect.

THE REGISTERS PROFITS 


——__._—_—_—- 
MR. REILLYS FEES AND WHAT 
HIS ELECTION COST. 
DISAPPOINTED WITH HIS APPARENT INCOME 
~—SPARRING WITH THE ASSEMBLY ABOUT 
CAMPAIGN EXPENSES. 

The special committee of the Assembly 
devoted itself yesterday toan effort to discover 
the amount of fees received yearly by the Regis- 
ter of this County, and what proportion of them 
is retained by that officer as compensation for 
his valuable services, All the members of the 
committee were present at the session except Mr. 
Erwin, who is still snowed up in his home. Regis- 
ter John Reilly, when he took the stand, present- 
ed to the committee a list of the employes of his 
office paid by him, whose salaries amount to $26,- 
000 yearly, a list of the employes paid out of the 
City Treasury, and two books or blotters in 
which are entered a!] moneys received in the 
office. One of these contains the record of fees 
received daily and the other the accounts of 
legal firms from which the Register collects his 
bills monthly. Mr. Keilly was examined by 
Charles P. Miller,.of counse! for the committee, 
and, unlike the officers who have preceded him 


on the witness stand, he was not accompanied by | 


counsel, 

The witness said that he assumed the office of 
fegister on Jan. 1, and that, considering the 
short time he had occupied the position, he 
thought that he had mastered the details of his 
office pretty thoroughly. The books of Augus+ 
tus T. Docharty, his predecessor, he had looked 
for in the office, but had failed to findthem. He 


understood that Mr. Docharty considered them 
his private property and had taken them away 
withhim. Mr. Reilly thought that these books 
belonged to the public, but was not prepared to 
say that Mr. Docbarty was legally bound to leave 
them behing him. When asked by what system 
the clerks in his office were paid, Mr. Reilly said: 
“I pay ail my own employes except those en- 
gaged in copying the records, who are paid by 
the City under the law of last year. In addition 
to my salaried clerks I pay Mr. Blauvelt, the 
satisfaction clerk; Mr. Loper, the chattel mort- 
wage clerk: a!) the searchers and ali the engross- 
ing clerks one-half of the fees received for their 
work, retaining the other half for myself. I pay 
for the stntionery, gas, fuel—everything in the 
office except the libers, which are furnished by 
the City.” 

“Can vou tell the gross amount received by 
Mr. Docharty for fees during his term of office?” 
asked Mr. Roosevelt. 

“TI heve no knowiedge of the business done by 
Mr. Docharty, because I never examined his 
books. I have talked with Gen. Sigel, Mr. Loew, 
former Registers, and they bave told 
me that the office wes not what it is cracked up 
to be. Judging from my short experience, I 
should say that the net amount of fees woula be 
very smail.” 

“What would you callasmall sum to receive 
from the office?” 

“Oh, I don’t know that J can answer that 
have to give two bondsof $25,- 
000 each, and I am liable for the mistakes of each 
of the li searchers in the office. J take a bond 
from each of them in $10,000, which is some pro- 
tection, of course. Leaving the responsibilities 
put of the question, I can’t say what a fair salary 
for the office would be. I have been talking with 
Chief Clerk Watts, who has been in the office over 
50 years, about this matter, and he tells me that 
the last salaried egister wasa man named Dvk- 
man, and that during his term, in 1854, the City 
bad to pay $12,000 for maintaining the office over 
and above the fves collected.” 

Mr. Reilly said that he had not footed up the 
Rmounts received by him thus far during Jan- 
uary,and could not tell the averave daily re- 
ceipts. He knew that they were much less than 
he expected they would be when he sought the 
voifice, and he sincerely hoped that things would 
improve when the Spring opened. Mr. Blauveit, 
however, had told him that January was a good 
average month, but he did not believe that he 
would clear £1,000 out of the office this month. 
Assemblyman O*Neil at this point announced 
that the records on the day-book showed average 
daily receipts since Jan. 1 of 8250, on which basis 
the fees would amount to about $75,000 a year, 

xclusive of those collected monthly. Mr. Keilly 
said that the books were correct, and if they 
showed that, it was 2 correct showing. 

Mr. Roosevelt endeavored to induce the Reg- 
ister to te!! the committee the amount of the as- 
sessment which he paid upon receiving the nom- 
ination. “What was your assessment for the 
use of your paity last yer?’ he asked. 

“TI suppose you are aware,” was the retort, 
“that it is against the law to pay a political as- 
sessment.” 

“Well, what was your 
you prefer that word.” 

“TIT can’t tell you. You've been a candidate 
yourself, and you know you can’t keep an ac- 
vurate account of such things.” 

“TI certainly can keep an accurate account of 
my election expenses.” 

“You can’ Then you area very happy man. 
[Laughter.j I never keep an account of what it 
costs me in politics. It’s mot pleasant reading to 
aman. I have bills presented to me now on ac- 
eount of my canvass, and I’m not through with it 
yet.” 

Aftera good deal of sparring between Mr. 
Roosevelt and the witress, during which Mr. 
Reilly was censured for i mpertinence by the Chair- 
man, the Register said thet he had contributed, 
as he was in honor bound to do, to the expenses 
of Tammany in the canvass. He paid nothing to 
the County Democracy, and the Republicans 
treated him very kindly and asked nothing of him, 
though he would have beem delighted to have 
had them doso. Hethought it cost him over 
$20.0 0 to secure his election, but could not say if 
it cost him over $30,000 or Jess than $40,000, “*T 
elways helped my party,” he said, * but I can’t 
remember how much money I spent. It wasa pret- 
ty lively fight, you see,” continued the Register, 
smiling all around the table, *“‘and I assure you 
I was pretty active and liberal for about 15 days 
before the election. I’m not as wealthy as you 
are, Mr. Rooseve't, but I'd go dead broke betore 
I'd let Mr. Hess beat me.” 

“If that means anything.” said Mr. Miller, “it 
means that votes are to be bought in New-York, 
and that you bought them right and left.” 

“It means,” retorted the witness, “that it kept 
me busy ali the time to prevent Mr. Hess from 
buying votes that belonged to me.” 

J. Fairfax McLaughlin, Deputy Register, was 
sworn and repeated a good deal of the evidence 
which Mr. Reilly had given. He was Deputy tor 
three years under Mr. Docharty, but he did not 
keep the books for him as he does for Mr. Reilly. 
Mr. Docharty kept his own books, and nobody 
but himseif knew what he received from his 
office. The Register is recuired by law to make 
a monthly report of the amount at fees collected 
by him to the Secretary of State, but the witness 
Was sure that Mr. Docharty had never complied 
with this law. Mr. Mclaughiin was asked to 
furnish the committee with a statement of the 
total amount of tees collected by the Register 
during this month on Satuniay next, and the 
committee then adjourned until next Friday 
morning, when the investigation of the Sheriff's 
sffice will be continued.

Whatever success Contractor John Brady 
has met with in this world he owes to his exces- 
sive caution and his aggressive independence. 
The former quality he manifested yesterday, 
when rather than trust his overcoat with the 
politicans who hung around the Aldermanic 
chamber during the segsion of the Senate inves- 
tigating committee be brought it to the witness 
chair, and clung to it while the committee plied 
him with questions concerning bis contracts with 
the Department of Public Works.

ENDING WITH A DESPERATE STRUGGLE IN A 
TENEMENT-HOUSE YARD. 

A gang of ruffians, six in number, who 
hail from the neighborhood of First-avenue and 
Sixty-third-street, known as Battle-row, yester- 
day went into the liquor store of John Fincken, 
at Sixty-third-street and First-avenue, and, after 
partaking of drinks, refused to pay for them.

As to the doubters, they were 
always in a minority in churches, and there were 
better methods for treating with them than by 
injecting doubts and speculations into the ears of 
the other hearers. There was nothing more com- 
mon in this kind of controversy than the flippant 
manner of handling things that have taken up 
the careful time of wise men tor years. A father 
did not find it necessary to explain to his 
daughter the details of wickedness to teach her 
the value of purity, and preachers need not drill 
their people in ingdelity to teach them its folly.

JUDGE RUMSEY RULES THAT IT 
IS NOT ADMISSIBLE. 

MRS. DE MZLI'S BROTHER GETS ANGRY AND 
CALLS MR. M'CLURE A BLACKGUARD— 
BARON VON GEYSO’S TROUSERS. 

A sketch artist took an active interest in 
the De Meli divorce proceedings in Judge Rum- 
sey’s court yesterday. The amiable plaintiff, the 
serene defendant, the talkative lawyers, tne com- 
plaisant court officers, and the smirking band of 
faithful females were accurately portrayed on pa- 
per. Joseph Steiner, «ne of the servants in the Ho- 
tel Welzei, at Eger, was recalled, and for an hour 
filtered evidence of no public interest through an 
interpreter, who is paid $3 an hour for his serv- 
ices. Areal estate agent was questioned rela- 
tive to the value of some Brooklyn property 
owned by Mr. De Meli's mother. Joseph Haas, 
the head waiter at the Welzel Hotel, remembered 
the much-talked-of visit of Mrs. De Meli and 
Baron von Geyso in July, 1881. The guests 
were not known by their names, but by numbers. 
For instance, the witness would go to the foot of 
the stairs and call out to the chamber-maid in 
German: “Tell No. 28 to come down to 
breakfast.” A telegram was brought: one 
morning for Baron von Geyso, and the 
gentleman who was rooming with Mrs. De Meli 
took it from the witness. The conduct of the 
man and the woman was “very friendly.” The 
witness recognized photographs shown him 
of Mrs. De Meli and the Baron as the persons 
who staid at the hotel. Mr. Parsons mixed the 
witness up on his dates in the cross-examina- 
tion and succeeded in showing that in Germany, 
as in America, hotel waiters are always on the 
lookout for gratuities, know a pretty.woman 
when they see one, and can easily forget a great 
many things which it is not discreet for them to 
remember. 

Yhe German decree of divorce came to the sur- 
face again and provoked a discussion which last- 
ed nearly allday. Mr. Parsons stated his objec- 
tions to it in very decided;form. He objected 
generally to the “so-called” decree that it was 
not pleaded in bar. If admissible atall, it could 
only be as evidence. The German proceeding 
was begun forthe obvious purpose of preventing 
a trial upon the merits of the case. The 
defendant knew that his wife had no means to 
litigate in Germany, and he _ knew, also, 
that even were this not so she could not recog- 
nize that proceeding. Mr. Parsons said that the 
decree was not admissible under the pleadings. 
It_purports to decree that Mrs. De Meli com- 
mitted adultery with Baron von Geysoin August, 
1881. Timeand place are material. Thereis no 
allegation in the answer that the offense was com- 
mitted in August, but between July 2 and 12, 1881. 
Another objection was that the decree was not 
properly authenticated. No jurisdiction by the 
German court, either of the parties or of the 
alleged course of action, appears. On the con- 
trary, the so-called decree expresses that ered 
ties were American citizens and belonged to 
The courts here will not give 

the determination of foreign 

tribunals afiecting the matrimonial rela- 
tions of American citizens married as such. 

The so-called decree purports that the court 

mace its determination according to American 

law. It does not assume to follow the German 
law, and it does not follow the statute here. The 
marriage was celebrated in Dresden, but pur- 

posely asan American marriage. It was not a 

marriage by German law. It created no state or 

condition with which German Jaw could deal. 

The German proceeding was begunin Novem- 

ber, 1882. he defencant testifies thatit was be- 

gun with the advice of his German counsel that 
the courts here would recognize the decree. The 
manifest object was to obtain an ex parte decree 
ina proceeding begun subsequent to this suit, 

and to use itsoas to deprive Mis. De Meliof a 

trial. 

Judge Rumsey finally decided that there was 
no evidence showing that Mrs. De Meli was not 
a citizen of New-York, and that the German 
court had, therefore, no jurisdiction over her 
person. The decree was, in weeds mn mag only so 
much waste paper, and he accordingly ruled it 
out. 

Theodore Braine, of this City, a friend of Mrs. 
De Meli’s, testitied that he met her in Franzen- 
bad about July 6, 1881, and, to the best of his 
recoliection, saw her daily for three weeks there- 
after in the breakfast-room, at the afternoon 
concers in_the park, and on the piazza in the 
evening. [This is the time she is aileged to have 
been at Eger with tne Baron.} 

Mrs. De Meli was called to deny that a servant 
caught Baron von Geyso with his arm around 
her. She never permitted him to take such 
liberties. She smoked a cigarette occasionally, 
but never enough to coler a holder. The dia- 
mond earrings her husband says he gave ker 
were crude stones, not diamonds, and further- 
more were never set. During the day a witness 
had recognized Baron von Geyso by a _photo- 
graph taken from Mrs. De Meli’s album. He said 
that the Baron had on the same trousers in 1881 
when he came to Eger as he had on when the 
picture was taken. Mrs. De Meli said that the 
photograph was in her album for three years 
prior to 1881.

British port. On the morning of Jan. 19, when 
the Llandaff City hove in sight, even this hope 
was given up, and the sailors were almost ex- 
hausted from constant labor at the pumps. One 
ot the steamer’s life-boats, with the Llandaff 
City’s secon’ officer in charge, took off the seven 
members of the distressed brizantine’s crew. This 
was done just in time, fora few minutes later a 
violent squall came up, and this was followed by 
a gale lasting 48 hours.

AN INSANE FELLOW-TRAVELER. 
THE UNPLEASANT COMPANY WHICH WAS 
FORCED UPON TWO DEPUTY MARSHALS. 

United States Deputy Marshals Grimes 
and Smith went to St. Louis recently on business, 
and on their return to this City yesterday nar- 
rated their experience with a fellow-passenger 
coming East. A man boarded the train at St. 
Louis with them, and his conduct immediately 
excited surprise. Deputy Marshal Grimes said 
that the man sat down ina seat behind him and 
began to mumble nonsense to him. The words 
“horrible deed” and “innocent” were distin- 
guishable. The officer immediately became sus- 
picious, as a dreadful murder had been com- 
mitted in St. Louis just before they left that city. 


Deputy Marshal Grimes told the man to keep 
quiet, and went and sat down several seats away, 
where he could watch the man’s movements. 

It is the custom on the line by which they were 
traveling for the conducter, after punching the 
passenger's ticket, to give him a check to stick 
under the band of his hat, as is done on several 
Eastern roads. When the conductor came around a 
second time the strange man could not find his 
check. That night when the two Marshals went 
to sleep Smith put his hat with his check in it in 
the rack over the window and went to sleep. 
After awhile the conductor came around again 
and asked to see hischeck. Smith said it was in 
his hat, but it could not be found there. It was 
found afterward that the strange man had stolen 
it, for when the conductor went to him he im- 
mediately showed a check. This man watched 
the movements of the two officers closely, and at 
one place where the train stopped for luncheon, 
on going into the restaurant and finding the 
officers there he ran out hastily and returned to 
the train. Finally he went to Grimes, while on 
the train, and said: “I know you fellows are 
officers; you'd better arrest me now, but I’m 
innocent.” The officers put him off, but watched 
all his movements closely and warned the pas- 
sengers on the cars to do likewise. When they 
were about 50 miles from Pittsburg Smith fell 
asleep, and Grimes was looking out of the win- 
dow. Suddenly they both heard a pisto!-shot. 

“The ball has commenced !” exclaimed Mar- 
shal Grimes, as they both sprang up. 

They saw at once that_it was the strange man 
who had fired the shot. They rushed at him and 
he drew a long knife. After a struggle they 
overpowered him and put a pair of handcuffs on 
him. Then they found that he had shot himself 
in the breast. Marshal Smith was inclined to 
doubt this at first. 

* You're not shot,” he said. 

“ Yes, Iam,” replied the man. 

Smith thrust his hand under the man’s 
clothes and found the wound. The man would 
not say why he had shot himself. He gave his 
name as William Layton, but would say nothing 
more. The officers ascertained that he came from 
a town in Iowa, and was going to join friends in 
Pittsburg. They telegraphed ahead to that place, 
and when the train reached that city an ambu- 
lance was ready to receive the wounded man. 
The ambulance surgeon said that the man's 
wound was fatal. The Deputy Marshals both 
said yesterday that they were quite sure that the 
man was insane, and they had much difficulty 
in alluying the fears of the passengers on the 
train. Deputy Marshal Grimessaid he would not 
be at all surprised to find that the man had com- 
mitted some crime which had preyed upon his 
mind and upset his reason.

THE LEGION OF HONOR FRAUDS. 
— oe 
MISS WILLIAMS OFFERS TO BEAR HER UN- 
CLE’S PUNISHMENT. 

John D. Harrington, Dr. Rufus W. Pea- 
cock, and Elam W. Corey, who are charged with 
having defrauded the American Legion of Honor 
at Jersey City by fraudulent insurances of per- 
sons afflicted with incurable diseases, were ar- 
raigned yesterday in the Hudson Quarter Ses- 
sions. Prosecutor Winfield said, before the jurors 
were selected, that the State had decided to enter 
a nolle prosequi in the case of Corey, the under- 
standing being that he was to be used as State’s 


evidence. He was called as the first witness. He 
testified that his son, Marvin B., who wus one of 
the insured persons, died Oct. 18, 1885. 
He had been unable to _ work _ since 
the previous May. Harrington and Pea- 
cock suggested in June that he and his 
son join the Legion and they effected his admis- 
sion, the lad being insured, as he understood, 
for $2,000. After Marvin’s death Corey was told 
that $3,000 had been added to the amount of the 
insurance for the benefit of Eva Williams, his 
son’s cousin. Mr. Corey knew that he had no 
niece of that name, but Dr. Peacock told him it 
wasall right. They then went to an oyster house 
on KEighth-avenue, near Twenty-third-stroet. 
where he was introduced to Eva Williams, or a 
young woman who was called by that name, 
When they left the place the girl went to Jersey 
City with him and-signed a paper, after which he 
escorted her back to New-York. A few days 
after he received a two-thousand-dollar check for 
himself and another for $3,000 for Dr. Peacock. 
The latter was indorsed “ Eva Williams.” He 
went with Dr. Peacock and had the checks 
cashed, 

Subsequently Dr. Peacock told him there was 
likely to be trouble about the matter, and gave 
him a letter signed Eva Williams and directed to 
him, (Corey,) telling him to get the letter mailed 
in Pennsylvania. Thé letter thanked Corey for 
getting ‘*Cousin Marvin's” insurance for her, 
and said she was going West with a family whose 
destination was uncertain. Subsequently Corey 
met Harrington in a sajoon, when the latter said: 
“If you testify against me you won't live 10 
days.” On cross-examination, the witness said 
he had discharged his lawyers because they had 
got most of his money without rendering him 
any service. 

Dr. W. J. McDowell testified that he was called 
to attend young Corey on the 26th of August, 
and he found him in the last stages of consump- 
tion. The disease had evidently been running 
for some time. Eva:H. Williams testified that 
she was a neice of Dr. Peacock. The doctor told 
her in November last that a cousin of hers had 
died and left an inheritance of $3,000in her favor. 
She said she had no such cousin as he represented, 
and reiused to touch the money or to have any- 
thing to do with the case. Her story of the 
atfair was the same as that given in THE

possible to do so I will bear his punishment for 
the sake of my aunt and go to prison for him.” 

A hush fell upon the court-room which lasted 
until Prosecutor Winfield exclaimed in a loud 
tone: “*l know you would!” when the audience 
broke into applause. Judge McGill rapped 
loudly with his guvel and declared the court ad- 
journed until to-day. It was through disclosures 
Miss Williams made to her friends in the order 
that the charges were made against Dr. Peacock.

SELLING A CLUB'S FURNITURE. 

Three dozen keepers of boarding-houses, 
half ascore of hotel men, and several persons re- 
ported as representing the University Club 
swarmed through the rooms of the Madison Club

club furniture, carpets, bedding, portiéres, sil- 
verware, engravings, and other articles offered 
for sale at public auction.
